The Inhabitants of the Mag- 
yar and German states are bitter op- 
ponents of the peoples of Bohemia. 
What attitude the Poles will assume 
Is difficult, at present, to predict. 

Therefore, the only possible friend- 
ly neighbors are In the east, the Ru- 
thenians of Bukovlna and the Rou- 
manians of Transylvania, writes E. F. 


. au I eveuiiy organized In Uls- 
torle Independence hull, Philadelphia, 
Is In danger of disintegration due to 
the differences arising among the dele- 
gates of the numerous peoples repre- 
sented. The possibilities are that 
what seem to be Insurmountable ob- 
stacles will be satisfactorily adjusted, 
nnd the Czecho-.Slovaks will enjoy at 
least the friendship of these peoples. 

Bohemia Is an economically Inde- 
pendent country. This sounds ns rath- 
er a bold assertion In the face of the 
enumerated handicaps. She is not de- 
penelent, economically, on her neigh- 
bors, but they, In turn, must draw up- 
on the Bohemian n^sources for their 
many shortcomings In agriculture and 
Industry, 

If we give consideration to the im- 
preK.sion made on the Iron chnuceilor 
of Germany, Blhinarck, the economic 
IK>sltion of Bohemia may he more read- 
ily appreciated, for he once stattnl that 
wtioever Is “the master of Bohemia Is 
the master of Europe." Today these 
M’ords are not accepted or even put 
forth as truisms, hut they have a ten- 
dency to Induce a more comprehensive 
estimate of Boheniia's coinmainling |)o- 
sltlon In the commercial world. 

The Czci'ho-Slovaks. or the other 
Slavs of Eurttiie, for that matter, have 
not sought and have no Intention of 
Kceklng In the future the mastery of 
the European continent. Their only 
desire Is that they he permitted to 
freely develop along e<'onomlc and cul- 
tural lines In their own lands as free 
pi-oples living under independent gov- 
ernments.

[ per dream" Instantly vanishes, for the 
I Czecho-Slovaks control within their 
territory this vital line of communica- 
tion between Germany and the Bal- 
kan peninsula. 

It Is an elementary axiom of econom- 
ics that the prime factor necessary 
to the successful existence of n coun- 
try is Its capacity to produce a suffi- 
ciency from the soil to properly sus- 
tain Its people. Bohemia fulfills this 
prerequisite; nay. It does more. It 
reaps such bumper crops that her 
neighbors are dependent on her to 
supplement their meager and Insuffi- 
cient harvests. 

More than 60 per cent of the total 
area of the country Is devoted to ag- 
ricultural pursuits. The well-kept 
meadows and the Intensively cultivat- 
ed fields, particularly those known as 
the Garden of Bohemia, remind one In 
: beauty and productiveness, of the Mo- 
hawk valley of the empire state. The 
yield of grains Is so abundant that It 
meets the domestic reipilrements and 
allows for large quantities . to be ex- 
ported. As a matter of fact, the oth- 
er countries of the former Austro- 
Hungarian empire invariably depend- 
ed upon the Bohemian surplus cereals 
to supplement their scanty crops, 
v/hlch at all times are fur short of sat- 
isfying the people’s needs. 

For Its supply of refined sugar Bo- 
hemia looks to her beets. The annual 
bounteous yields are such that they 
supply the Czechs with sugar and per- 
mit the export of approximately five 
hundred thousand tons, or about 75 
per ceut of the total. In England the 
Bohemian sugar finds a ready market ; 
here It has been favorably knowm for 
many years. Potatoes are a staple 
food of the country and the return of 
the soli Is such that none ore Imported. 

Cattle raising is another malor !n- 


inaintains about seventy-three head of 
cattle to the square mile, while Bo- 
hemia boasts of 67 head. But this im- 
portant distinction must be borne In 
mind that Denmark Is an exclusively 
cattle-raising country, while Bohemia 
Is both a cnttle-ralslng and agricul- 
tural community. Therefore this phase 
of the natural productiveness of Bo- 
hemia is strikingly illustrated. 

In the imorer lands, those unsuitable 
for tillage, the rearing of sheep i.s a 
thriving Industry. The supply of wool 
is hut slightly less than the require- 
ments of the people. Hog raising Is 
another Important factor and those 
raised annually answer the country’s 
needs, and the surplus, which is Im- 
mense, Is eagerly absorbed by foreign 
consumers. 

Bohemian hops have a world-wide 
reputation. They are one of the most 
Important Ingnsllents of a popular 
though at present much banned, J>ev- 
eragt — beer. 

The climate of Bohemia is well suit- 
ed to hortleulture and the wines and 
fruits of Its orchards, especially the 
plums, eiij<iy extensive and favorable 
markets. The snuual yields are plen- 
tiful. After providing for the domes- 
tl>r demands the excess is disposed of 
to less fortunate people, for the.se are 
entirely dependent upon the Bohemian 
product Ion. 

Mineral Depoelte Varied. 

nirecllng attention to the mineral 
deposits of the country we are as- 
tounded Ity the luvisliness of nature, 
for It endow»Kl the country with near- 
ly every useful metal and mineral ex- 
c-ept salt, whl<*h is entirely absent. The 
lunnage yielded by the Bohendan col- 
lieries is of coiisideruhle Importance, 
for It satisfies the coal requirements 
of tlie homes and of the domestic in- 
dustries, while the surplus, wliich is 
large. Is absorbed In foreign markets. 

The Iron ore de|Hislts of Bohemia 
are extensive and are one of the most 
valual>le of Its natural resources, 
t About oue-half of the yearly prinluc- 


I pie have already forgotten that animal 
I shows how fleeting is publicity. Be- 
fore the Grant administration the 
White House maintained a small dairy, 
too matter-of-course to be advertised, 
' and the wife of President Andrew 
Jackson used to get up early in the 
iiiurulng, put on a wlilte apron and 
sklin thu milk herself. Those were 
simpler days, and there was more 
aiiai-e around the White House for live 
stock. Laud now occupied by the 
treasury and war, state and navy build- 
, ings, was a part of tha White' House 


I tlon Is smelted In local furnaces for 
domestic uses, while the balance is 
.sold. Gold, graphite, wolframite, a 
source of tungsten ; silver, tin and 
nrnnlum, a very rare inlnernl. are 
found In limited quantities, hut even 
tliese answer the country’s demands. 

The famous Skoda works of Pllsen, 
which heretofore converted most of 
the Bohemian ore Into field pieces for 
the Austro-Hnngnrlnn and German 
armies, and It la well to remember that 
these shops were operated exclusive- 
ly during the present wnr by German 
mechanics, will hereafter devote their 
energies to the production of Indus- 
trially useful machinery. The same is 
true of the extensive machine shops of 
Prague. Thus the foremost domestic 
Industry Is supplied with raw mate- 
rials from Its own lands, an advantage 
of vory consldemhle economic value, 
which, in turn, will furnish machinery 
to local industries. 

Economists throughout the world 
are focusing their attention to the sub- 
ject of conserving the forests and for 
providing from them a satisfactory 
timber supply. The range of the Bo- 
hemian forests equals about 80 per 
cent of the country’s area. This, In- 
deed, is a considerable asset and a 
creditable showing, one of which the 
country may well be proud. From the 
existing forests the supply of lumber 
will be equal to the necessary drain 
for years to come because they are un- 
der scientific management. 

In the manufacturing field the Bohe- 
mian output maintained a position sec- 
ond to none. For example, Bohemian 
cut glassware. In design. In quality 
and In execution. Is universally ac- 
knowledged as being without a peer. 
It never had a rival or an equal ; It Is 
Id a class by Itself.

The large shoe fac- 
tories turn out footwear that compares 
favorably with the standards of the 
world. I.4icemaklng Is an ancient In- 
dustry which has been brought to a 
very high degree of perfection. 

Textile Industry Important. 

The textile Industry of the Lower 
Elbe Is a very Important factor In the 
life of Bohemia. Before the war more 
than 400,000 persons earned their live- 
lihood In the numerous mills, ’riie 
value of the annual output was In ex- 
cess of Sl.'AlKW.OOO. The col Ion re- 
quired for the spindles, almost all, 
was Imported from tlie United States 
and yearly aggregated about .'VXi.OOO 
hales. 

'I'lie highways of Bohemia are ex- 
cellent, and criss-cross the cnuntry, 
connecting Important cities. They are 
suitable for pleasure ns well as com- 
mercial transportation. 'I'lielr inlle- 
Hge, proportionately, exceeds that of 
any of the lands of the former dual 
monarchy. 

During the period of hostilities just 
closed the Ozecho-Slovaks absolutely 
refused to, and In fact did not. culti- 
vate the Ihiheniian fields, because to 
have done so would have aided the 
enemy. If they did raise any crops 
they were immediately approi)rinted 
by the Austro-Hungarian or Gernmn 
authorities. Everything of value be- 
longing to the people has been seized 
or eonflsented. Now they are ns |)oor 
as the proverbial church mouse — In 
fact, destitute. They are a courage- 
ous pwiple. They will secure live 
stock (cattle, sheep and hogs) and 
seeds for spring planting, and retrieve 
their former Industries. 

The prejudh-es against rze<lio-Slo- 
vaks, Bohemians and Boheinlu will 
dlsapiiear, for these were purely 
inythieni and Imaginary — they are un- 
warranted. The reiiulillc and her peo- 
ple will take their rightful place 
niiiong the nations of the world. Their 
products and manufactures will find 
ready and welcome markets.

President Wilson Argues for a 
League of Nations and the 
Senate Debates It. 

OPPONENTS STANDING HRM 


Peace Dslegatea Approaching Agree- 
ment on Question of Reparation — 
Germany Torn by Civil Strife 
and Royalists Plan Coup 
d'Etat — Labor Trou- 
blea Here and 
Abfoad.

That unless the United States Joins 
the league of nations chads will re- 
sult; that the Monroe doctrine is safe 
because the constitution of the league 
expands it to cover the world and the 
signatory nations will be obligated 
to uphold it ; that It is practically Im- 
possible to amend the draft of the 
league plan that was adopted ; that the 
limitations of the size of the army 
and navy Imposed by the league would 
be only moi^I obligations and that the 
restraint really would He In the llml- 
tatloB of the production of arms and 
munitions, and that the United States 
could withdraw from the league at any 
' It saw fit — such In substance was 
?xpIanation of the great plan given 
’resident Wilson to the mem- 
bers of the senate and house com- 
mittees on foreign affairs. 

Mr. Wilson dined the committeemen 
and was frank. Jovial and enthusiastic, 
and answered all their questions free- 
ly, hut after It was all over the wise 
ones declared that he had not con- 
verted a single one of the opponents 
of the league. These Include both Re- 
publicans and Democrats, and during 
the rest of the wwk they contintied 
their attacks on the plan. Tlie'spokes- 
men of the admlnlstnitiun replied vig- 
orously, hut there was reason to be- 
lieve that nearly every member of the 
senate, which must pass on the plan, 
had his mind made up. 

In Ills Boston speech the president 
told the people very little about the 
league, but In brilliant phrases he o))- 
penled to the country to support the 
plan, declaring that the rest of the 
world relied on America at this jnne- 
[ ture. In this he Is corroborated by 
the British press, which shows some 
anxiety over the opposition manifest 
In this country, and iM)me fear that 
America will not he willing to assume 
her share of the burden of governing 
the world. It is recognized, abroad 
and at home, that the American people 
Vilght look askance at any proposition 
that they accept mandates for stich 
territories as the former Oennan (‘ulo- 
nles In Africa, and the president says 
that In Paris he firmly discouraged 
any such Idea; but he tliinks the Unit- 
ed States might well become the man- 
datory for the Anneulans. As fur the 
newly organized nations of Europe, he 
says It Is up to AiiieHca to stand by 
them, whetlier or not tbe league uf na- 
tions Is formed. 

In France th^ opposition to the 
league, bused ostensibly on the luck 
of a binding provision for the use of 
force to pul Us mandates Into effect, 
has largely died out because the crit- 
ics feared that opitositlon there and 
In America would kill the entire proj- 
ect. The emissaries of the allied na- 
tions are now aald to be in cuiiiplete 
harmony In this matter. 

As the week closed there were signs 
that the principles of the league might 
be given a tryout In settling tbe dis- 
pute between the Italians and the Jugo- 
Blava. which had reached a critical 
stage. The military cuiumlaaiou of the 
latter had expelled the Italian military 
mlhslon from Laibach, and In reUll- 
atlou Italy closed the frontier, atopplug 
all food train* carrying relief for the 
Jugo-Slava and the Czecho-Slovaks. 

On Friday ihe draft of the new and 
permanent armistice was submitted to 
Ihe supreme council In Paris, but may 
out be pUced before the Oerman gov- 


ernment for some time yet. The allied 
(mtlons agreed to It but the United 
States reserved the right to object to 
provisions for the demolition of the 
defen.«ies of the Kiel canal and Helgo- 
land and their neutralization nnd to 
the transfer of the Germnn <-nhles to 
the allies; The reasons for objecting 
were not made public. 

The oonnnlsslon that Is working on 
the question of representation has 
been making swift progress. It Is re- 
ported that the amount Germany will 
be called on to pay has been reduced 
about 80 per cent from the original 
total of the demands, but this fact 
will not afford the Huns much conso- 
lation. The cut was made because !t 
was recognized that the greater the 
Indemnity the greater must be the op- 
portunity given Germany to do busi- 
ness In order to gei the money to pay 
the debt. The British urge that the 
entire coat of the war should tie as- 
sessed against the Germans; the 
French agree with this, but want set- 
tlement first for damages in violation 
of International law and pnvment of 
the rest If and when possible; the 
Americans have held that reparation 
should be demanded only for wanton 
destruction. The coinproinl.se plan that 
will be adopted probably will be such 
that Germany’s industrial recovery 
shall not be too swift, nt the expen.se 
of France and Belgium. The matter 
of the Franco-German frontier was 
still unsettled last week, hut It .seemed 
likely that the French might be per- 
mitted to occupy the left bank of the 
Rhine until the ideiunity Is paid, 
without annexing the Ithenish prov- 
inces. No German field or fixed forti- 
fications will be permitted in that ter- 
ritory. 'Tlie Rhenish provinces may be 
formed Into a separate buffer state. 

The supreme council decided lust 
week to establish an Intennedinte zone 
in Transylvania lietweeu the Uonmani- 
an and Hungarian troops, and also 
heard the claims of Arineulu. 

One question over which the allied 
nations are still at \yide variance is 
that of the disposition of the surren- 
dered Germnn war vessels. The Brit- 
ish are determined that they sluill not 
bo In the future a part of the naval 
armament of the world and seem to 
prefer that they be sunk or broken up. 
The French are equally firm in their 
demand that the vessels be divided 
among the allies In proportion to their 
naval losses, and In this they have the 
support of Italy and some of Ihe 
smaller nations. France declares the 
other nations can do ns they please 
with the ships that fall to their share, 
but those France gets will become part 
of her navy, that is necessary to po- 
lice the sens and protect her colonies. 
She cites the formidable naval building 
program of ihe Ainerican government 
as evidence that the most paelth- na- 
tions have and Intend to maintain 
navies. 

While her conquerors are sellling 
her hoiiiidarles and future relations 
with the rest of the world. Germnny Is 
enjoying a full measure uf the unarcliy 
and civil strife that she wished on 
Russia. The disturbance In Bavaria 
which resulted In the murder of l*re- 
nder Eisner and others by reaction- 
aries was quelled by vigorous meas- 
ures udiqited by the govemiueiit, and 
the latter fell more thua ever Into the 
huiids of the radicals. In Saxony u 
new revolt was started liy the >S|iartu- 
cans, who were Joined by the miners 
Slid Industrial workers of the Halle 
region, and the governiiieiit seat a 
large force of troops to stop the 
strikes and riots. Radical as are the 
Spurtacatis, they are too mild to suit 
the real anarchists, and the latter are 
reported to have begun a counter-revo- 
lution that Is centered lii Dusseldorf, 
which city was in their hands. 

'i'Imt the Ebert government la 
alarmed by the spread of the Sparta- 
cuD movement la evidenced by ita dis- 
tracted efTorta to meet and suppress 
it. Military Governor Noske thinks he 
can put It down by force of arms and 
urgea that the national assembly au- 
thorize the raising of 2U0,U(K) addi- 
tional militia. But {'resident Ebert 
himself, It Is said, favors the extraor- 
dinary course of seeking to conciliate 
the radicals by establishing a natUiaal 
soviet as the lower legislative brunch 
of the guveruiueot. Noske also wsuted 


to send Iroiip.s Into Biivnrln, but the 
soviet government In Munich threat- 
ened to execute ten prondneut citizen!* 
If this were done. 

Those who have never placed any 
faith In the genuineness of the German 
revolution of In.st HUtiimn were not 
surprised to read that the monarchists 
of that country wore preparing for a 
coup d’etat In the near future for the 
restoration of the old order of things. 
The general staff with the old ofllcer- 
class are asserted to have gradually 
gained the whip hand nnd now hold 
the government In their pow»*r nnd In- 
tend to overthrow It. A number of 
royalist officers met recently in Char- 
lottenhiirg. according to the story, amf 
pledged themselves to hold munitions 
In readiness, to enlist ns many men 
loyal to the former kaiser a.s posslhle- 
and to assemble when called. The 
coup. It Is believed, will be carried 
out in Berlin, and It Is certain I hut 
bloody civil war will result, whatever 
may be the final outcome. The former 
army officers are a power to he reck- 
oned with in l’ru8.sla, and It may he 
their efforts will be aided by the nu- 
merous members of the old reglme^ 
who still retain their places In the 
various departments of the govern- 
ment at Berlin, under majority aocinl- 
tst chiefs. William Hohenzollern not 
long ago' had a conference with Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantznn, the Germnn 
foreign minister, and was said after- 
ward to be extraordinarily cheerful. 
Possibly he hopes to recover his 
throne, but If so he doesn't seem to Im 
taking Into account the fact that Ihe- 
allles claim the right to determine his 
fate and that they undoubtedly have- 
other plans for him. 

The many strikes and other signs nr 
Industrial unrest in America are cans, 
ing President Wilson some anxlet.v, 
end after a session with SeerHary of 
•-Sbor Wlhson he had an Invitation 
.<1egrnplied to the governors of all the 
states and the mayors of about lOd- 
cities to meet with him In conference 
nt the White House March 3 and 4 to 
discuss "vital questions nffiwtlng busi- 
ness nnd labor." The president nnd 
the American labor delegation now In 
Paris as well are urging the adoption 
of a definite national policy that will 
stimulate public and private construc- 
tion and Industry. 

In line with this plan. Secretary 
Uedtield has created 'an IndustgiHl 
hoard for the purpose of stnidlizing 
basic commodity prices, nnd the coun- 
cil of national defen.se will co-operait^ 
with It. “The effort,” says an an- 
nouncement of the council, “should he 
to wholly eliminate the abnormal, un- 
balanced stimulatlsn that huslne.ss has 
had nnd the Inflated prices that have 
resulted, and to start upon a normal 
level, after which Industry can safely 
rely upon the law of supply and de- 
mand. Reductions from high prices 
the proper level should be inmle as 
nearly as practicable nt the same time 
In the various liidustrlea.’’ 

Premier Lloyd George and his col- 
leagues In the British goTerninent 
have have been working like Trojans 
to avert or at least postponi* the 
threiiteneil strike of all the miners and 
railway men of Great Britain. Ai*- 
peuls to the patriotism nnd coinmou 
sense of the men apiieared to have 
some effect, though at this writing tlio 
outcome is extremely uncertain. The 
miners, railway men and transport 
workers have formed a triple alliance, 
no one section of which will take any 
action or reach any settlement with- 
out consultation and agreement with 
the other sections. 

President Wilson made several lin- 
[lortant appointments last week. A. 
Mitchell Palmer, alien property cus- 
todian, was made attorney general; 
Hugh G. Wallace of Tacoma was ap 
pointed ambassador to France, and 
Norman Hapgood was given the plai-e 
of minister to Denmark. 

On his way from Itoaton to Washing 
ton the president signed the new reve- 
nue bill and many of Its sections went 
Into effect at once. One of Its pm 
vlslona made Ute District of fVtlumbia 
bone-dry, with the exception of the 
property occupied by foreign emba* 
ales and uiulstrlea.

BAHERY STANDS 
SEVERE WEATHER 

Discharged One Will Freeze at 
Temperature of 20 Degrees 
Above, Says Expert. 

FREEZING WILL BURST JARS 


Should Be Made With Hydrom- 
eter at Intervals of Two Weeks 
or Less — No Set Rules Can 
Be Given for Care. 

The storage battery should bo kept 
fully charged during the winter, ac- 
cording to E. V. Collins, Instructor 
in steam and gas engineering in the 
Kansas state agricultural college. 

“The charged battery,” said Mr. Col- 
lins, “will stand very low temperatures 
while a discharged battery will freeze 
at 20 degrees above zero. Freezing 
will burst Jars, and as a result the 
Lutlery must be rebuilt. 

Battery In Cold Weather. 

“In cold weather the starting bat- 
tery is especially likely to become dls- 
-E'liargod. The engine Is dlincult to 
crunk because the oil is cold. It must 
also be cranked longer each time it Is 
started because the gasoline docs not 
vaporize readily In cold weather. Long 
trips are few and the charging periods 
are shorter. The lights which are 
iitH'ded earlier In the evening help in 
discharging the battery. 

“The battery should he tested with 
a hydrometer at Intervals of two 
weeks or less. If It Is found to bo dls- 
■cliarged, It should be charged ns soon 
as possible either by driving the cur 
•or from an outside source. 

No Set Rules Given. 

‘‘The conditions under which cars 
openite vary, and there are so many 
starting systems, that no set rules can 
he given for the care ^of the storage 
battery. If the starter turns the en- 
gine with difficulty, the motor should 
be cranked by hand when starting on 
a cold morning. The engine may be 
made to start more easily by priming 
it through the priming cups or by pull- 
ing the choker when it Is stopped. The 
lights should be turned on only when 
necessary and In many cases the dim- 
mers may be used to save the current.” 

TALCUM BLOWERS ARE HANDY 

CMCntlal That Chalk Be Thoroughly 
Distributed Over Inside Cas- 
ii Ing of Tire. 

When replacing tire tubes It is es- 
sential that talc or French chalk 
should he thoroughly distributed over 
the inside of the casing. This opera- 
tion Is greatly facilitated by the use 
of a small blower such as Is used fur 
apraying Insect powder. A blower of 
this kind may be obtained In any drug 
etore, and its use results In the talc 
being evenly distributed all over the 
inside of the casing, a very important 
matter.

MATERIAL FOR WIND SHIELDS 

*‘8upcr-GUsa* Made by Welding Layer 
of Transparent Celluloid Be- 
tween Glass Sheets. 

A material known as “super-glass” 
tised in making automobile wind 
ahields is made by welding a layer of 
transparent celluloid between two 
sheets of plate glass. If struck by 
a heavy object super-glass will crack 
liut the occupants of the cur will not 
be injured by tlyiug splinters. 


WRAP TOOLS IN OILED CLOTH 

Prevents Implements From Becoming 
Rusty When Stowed Away in 
Tool CompartmenL 

It Is an admirable idea to wrap good 
tools, such as drills, wrenches, etc., in 
oiled cloths before stowlug them uwsy 
la the tool i*omr>artment. The oiled 
cloth prevents the implements from 
bn.ui..iug rusty, which Is quite likely 
to hai>i>en in the course of a strenuous 
aeasob's running. 


ELECTRIC WARMER ON WHEEL 

One of Simplest Conveniences Invented 
for Automobile — Storage Bat- 
tery Is Used. 

One of the simplest electrical con- 
veniences to make for the automobile 
Is an electric hand-warmer. On the 
half of the steering wheel that comes 
toward the driver’s body, or where he 
will grasp the wheel, wind a layer of 
heavy silk cloth, says Popular Mechan- 
ics Magazine. Mica will do Just as 
well, and if one Is sure the wheel 
will never become wet, no silk layer 
Is necessary. Next, cut some asbestos 
In strips and wiml It over the silk. 
Then wind some resistance wire care- 
fully upon the asbestos, with each turn 
one-fourth of an Inch from the next, 
being careful that no two turns toueh.

A Little Electric Current From the 
Storage Battery on the Car, Passing 
Through Resistance Wire Wound on 
the Steering Wheel, Keeps the Driv- 
er’s Hands Warm on the Coldest 
Days. 

Over this wind tire tape, extending It 
also over the other half of the wheel, 
for the sake of uniform appearance. 
To the ends of the resistance wire con- 
nect Insulated, stranded copper wires, 
that reach down the steering post to 
a connection with the storage battery 
of the car. Place a switch in the line 
so that the circuit can be broken. A 
good enough resistance material for 
this purpose is bare irou wire. 

KEEP OFF EMERGENCY BRAKE 

Good Driver of Motorcar Permita 
Momentum to Carry Machine to 
Proper Stopping Place. 

The good driver of a motorcar never 
applies brakes swiftly except in an 
emergency. When drawing up at a 
street side she cuts off Ignition early 
and allows momentum to carry the 
car to the stopping place. The good 
driver thus saves gasoline and wear 
upon brakes, coasting to a stop with 
the smoothness of operation of an 
easy start. 

A good driver never uses the emer- 
gency brake, because she never has 
emergencies. She sees and avoids the 
emergency before It arrives; the poor 
driver rushes into trouble and depends 
upon quickness in grubbing the emer- 
gency lever to save life. More than 
one accident has followed a futile at- 
tempt to find the seldom-used emer- 
gency lever in u hurry. 

The good driver rounds sharp cor- 
ners to the right and goes over ex- 
tremely rough stretches of road or bits 
unexpected “thank you, ma'ams,” with 
clutch disengaged to save the rear 
axle mechanism. 

The good driver uses the wheel with 
the least possible motion. She does nut 
drug it suddenly from side to side, but 
turns it so gradually that imssengers 
are unconscious of the fact. In round- 
ing a corner she commences to 
straighten the cur up before it is half 
wuy around. — Woman's Home Cum- 
puuiuu. 

FAN SPEED CAUSES TROUBLE 

Belt May Be Oily, Greasy, or It Simply 
May Have ^Been Stretched 
Until Loose. 

When the fan does nut run at the 
proper speed there are certain defi- 
nite causes behind the trouble. The 
belt Itself muy be oily, grea.Ny, or It 
may simply have stretched so that It 
is too loose. The fua may be too 
tight on Us bearing, which luay be 
caused from lack of lubricutmu. The 
pulley may be loose on the shafL By 
process of elimluation It is easy to 
run down the cause of the truuLde, and 
the remedy U obvious In eSch case. 


TO UNDERSTAND LITTLE ONES

Tn talking about the kindergarten 
with mothers, I often meet with re- 
sponses like these: "Oh, I couldn’t 
send Freddie; be behaves so badly.” 
or "1 don’t think I want to send Dora ; 
she’s gentle and obedient now, but 
I’m afraid she’d get rough with all 
those clilldren.” 

What Is the matter? 

Fretldle’s mother la a quiet, orderly, 
middic-bged w'omnn who wants Fred- 
die to “play about quietly,” or sit still 
for hours at a time. She has either 
forgotten her own childhood or else 
she was naturally quiet and docile. 
And Freddie’s restless Inquisitiveness, 
Ills desire for active self-expression, 
she puts down ns “naughty,” disobedi- 
ent, "had.” 

Fre<ldle did pome to kindergarten, 
however, and his mother visited fre- 
quently. She watched him giving 
quiet, absorbed attention to the pic- 
tures, music and stories which were 
presented by the teneber, and she ob- 
served that he had opportunities to 
express bis own Ideas actively, artis- 
tically, musically and In other ways 
that suited his needs. She saw his 
time divided Into periods of action and 
rest, periods when concentration was 
demanded of him and periods when 
his mind could relax. She was a slow- 
thinking woman, but she could not fall 
to notice how good and happy Fred- 
die was In Ills new environment, and 
gradually she began to apply this new 
method to Freddie’s life at home. 
Kindergarten has taught her to see 
her .son ns not naughty, but active, 
and she and Freddie ore both happier 
for that revelation. 

Dorn also came to kindergarten, but 
she proved not to be ns gentle and 
obedient os her mother had thought 
her. Dorn, I am compolled to say, was 
clever and sly. She had learned how 
to win her mother’s approval, reserv- 
ing better moods for her presence, hut 
she was not popular with the other 
children ; n sly child never Is. And 
when Dora went home and wept over 
the cold reception she had received, 
her mother was naturally surprised 
nnd Indignant, and started for the 
kindergarten forthwith to protest 
! against such Injustice. She had ex- 
pected her little daughter to “show 
the other children how a nice little 
lady could act,” she said. But she 
soon had her revelation by seeing for 
herself Dora’s other side. 

Dorn’s life at home has changed con- 
siderably since then, perhaps not for 
Dora’s Immediate happiness, but cer- 
tainly for her good. 

Between these two extremes there 
are many other children, with quali- 
ties good nnd bad, which oftentimes 
their mothers have misjudged Just be- 
cause of the nearness of their little 
ones to them. If the child can be tak- 
en out, of his home environment for a 
few hours each day. It may remove 
him from some source of annoyance 
or Irritation which has led to habits 
of disobedience or nniightineds. “Put- 
ting him with other average children 
of his own age, such as are collected 
together In kindergarten, will sei^’e 
as the best corrective. 

When mothers visit the kindergar- 
ten — and they are always welcome — 
they see their children there ns they 
really are. They ol)Herve that cer- 
tain instincts are common to children 
four nnd five years old, and they 
learn how to guide those instincts. 
They notice that their boys or girls 
have peculiar traits which should be 
encouraged or corrected, us the case 
muy he. They come to see, In fact, 
how their children match up with the 
average child, well or 111. And they 
see the results of good training In otheri. 
children, and are thereby encouraged 
in their own endeavors. Almost In- 
variably they learn to be more pa- 
tient and to try to gain a better un- 
derstaudiug of their little ones. 

MOTHER FATHER AND CHILD.

Kate Dougins Wlggln says, “How 
Inexpressibly tlresoma is the everlast- 
ing ‘Don’t’ In some huusi-holda. Don’t 
get In the fire, don’t get in the water, 
don’t tease the baby, don’t InterrupL 
don’t contradict, don’t fight with your 
brother, and don’t worry me NOW, 
while In all this tirade not one word 
has been said about something to do." 

Froebel, the founder of the kinder- 
garten, studied to give the children 
I something to do. If a mother's and 
' father's demands are such that they 
cannot take time for study, they may 
at least share the Interests and pleua- 
ures of their children in ways that 
constantly suggest themselves. By do- 
ing Ibis they will enter Into a paying 
partnership with their boys and girls, 

^ and later on they will have less reu- 
hoo to cvupluln that the children seek 
other homes for diversion. 

When a mother alluwa little daugh- 
ter or son to use the tiny board and 
ndllog pin at cookie-making time, or 
[ta-nnits the toy broom, dust-pan and 
j brush, wash tub or little Iron to serve 
. a puns>se. she Is not only beginning 
a partnership, hut laying a fouudattua 
for real ust-fulneas later on. 

Helps to Knowledge. 

Rnjuylng carefully restricted play 
with cup. pint and quart lueusures or 


even the emlen. helps the child to 
pmctlcnl knowledge. There are time* 
when he may even play with the flre- 
leaa cooker and demonstrate to lila 
aallafnctlnn that he can fit the right 
CYiver In the right eompartment an<l 
plaoo one utensil within another. 

Forftinnfe the sninll lioy or girl who 
la allowed to play train with chairs 
or u.se them for rages In the zoo; who 
may appropriate the waste-paper bas- 
ket for a hen-eoop; and uso the 
clothes-basket for n boat. 

One mother I know shows the spirit 
of partnership ns she sits In her roek- 
or. sewing. .She calls the following 
“rocker" games: 

1. The fen bell Is placed on the floor. 
From a given spot the children roll 
marbles to bit the hell. 

2. Mother Is the kitty and the chil- 
dren are mice, Kitty’s dish Is placed 
back of the rocker, whore Mother can- 
not see It, nnd then from a corner 
fnrfber buck n innus^ comes on tip- 
toe to try to pick up the dish with- 
out kitty’s knowing It. If ever so 
little noise Is beard, kitty cries. 
“Meow," nnd the mouse runs to the 
corner, to give another mouse a turn. 

3. The “grocerj’mnn’’ knocks at the 
door. Mother gives orders which are 
written down In mnke-hellcvc. Then 
the goods are delivered. 

4. The "Iceman’’ calls with wooden 
blocks, which make flne cakes of Ice. 

Part for Father. 

A father 1ms ample opportunity to 
he n partner with his children. There 
mny be a chance to share In the care 
of animals, nnd ennientry nnd gar- 
den tools offer unlimited pos.sibllltles 
for co-operation. 

A certain professor allowed his hoys 
to assist In making their snnd box. 
Those who could not uso tools, 
smoothed the rough boards with snnd 
paper. These same boys helped to 
make a wonderful stationary horse out 
of a barrel. 

Instead of forbidding his child to 
touch the typewriter, one father 
taught him the alphabet on It.

PEOPLE HAVE WASTED FOOD 

Specialist Makes Some Interesting 

Comments on Misunderstanding 
Which He Says Is Widespread. 

The birth rate of the former empire 
of Austria-Hungary fell 50 per cent 
during the war. Dr. Clemens von PIr- 
qnet, a specialist on diseases of chil- 
dren, said In discussing results of the 
war from the standpoint of food. 

“The poor quality of the food,” he 
added, "out the total weight of the 
population one-third. It Is common 
to find that the weight of an average 
man has reduced from 170 to 120 
pounds. It Is doubtful If such a per- 
son will' ever fully recover. 

“The food of the wealthy classes 
was not nourishing. The quantity 
was sufficient, hut It was lacking In 
quality. The hig mistake of the en- 
tire world has been to waste food by 
misunderstanding the vnines. 

“How the child population has been 
afTceted Is shown by the fnct that out 
of 64,000 poor hoys nnd girls under 
eight years of age applying to the 
clinics in Vienna, who lost an aver- 
age of ten pounds In weight, there 
were only 4..')00 who were suffering 
from malnutrition. 

“The ration provided by the food 
cards permits the population to get 
but one-third of the necessary nutri- 
tion. Only the rich have been able to 
buy. 

“During the war all diseases have 
increnswl. especially the lung dis- 
eases, which resemble a plague. The 
pecullarUy of the epidemic of grippe 
in Vlejr a hns been that It has car- 
ried t^i young people between twenty 
and thirty years of age, especially 
young women about to become moth- 
ers or those with small children.” 


The American Indian Wife. 

An article In a western newspaper, 
speaking of the hard lot of the Amer- 
ican Indian wife, called forth, the other 
day, a letter from an educated Indian 
woman to point out how little the 
writer of the article knew about In- 
dian domesticity. Fur from being a 
drudge and slave, the Indian woman, 
when she married, became "a wife, a 
companion, doing her acknowledged 
share for the life of her people. Just 
as her ancestors hud been accustomed 
to do for ages.” The wife kept the 
tepee, cook»*d, made clothing and at- 
tended to the spiritual education of the 
children ; the husband tilled the soil, 
hunted and did the heavier kinds of 
handwork about the home.

Quickest Solution Is Building. 

The government, In considering the 
possibilities of employing this labor, 
looke<l upon building ns the thing that 
would provide the quickest solution 
of the problem, lUilldIng. that Is, the 
erection of buildings, homes In the 
cities and towns, office buildings, fac- 
tories, municipal buildings and school- 
bouses, public Improvements, and 
buildings on the farms, had been halt- 
ed because of the heed of both labor 
and materials In the production of 
war-time needs. Therefore, It was rea- 
soned, there la need of building and 
building can start at once.

Birds have such an Important part 
In the courses of nature study given 
In most schools and colleges that more 
should be done to attract them to 
school grounds or campuses. 

Unfortunately the camp\is, like the 
park, has suffered from too formal 
landscape gardening. Cropped hedges 
are not Inviting to the birds, and 
wooded camptises where formerly 
birds abounded have been so filled 
with buildings, so gardened and for- 
malized, that birds arc now scarce. 
Some corner — preferably of original 
woodland and undergrowth If that still 
exists — should be set aside and al- 
lowed to run wild, as a bird sanctuary. 

In addition to the help that birds 
give as protectors of trees and shrub- 
bery against Injurious Insects they 
furnish, on sehool grounds, n distinct 
educational resource. There Is scarce- 
ly an advanced school In the country 
that does not offer courses In bird 
study; and the study of birds out -of 
doors Is a nece.ssary supplemcut to 
that In clnssroom and laboratory. For 
this reason the educational need should 
be kept In view by those lu charge of 
college and school grounds. 

Plants which furnish bird foods 
should be added, ucst boxes put up, 
and winter feeding carried on ns an 
Interesting and Instructive part of the 
work In bird-study classes. It Is fur- 
ther suggested that the teacher of or- 
nithology should be called In to advise 
in relation to the planning and treat- 
ment of the campus. 

Those who are Interested In attract- 
ing birds to public and semipublic 
reservations can get a publication de- 
voted to this subject by writing to 
the United States department of agri- 
culture at Wa.shtngton for Bulletin 715.

The old-fashioned bam, 
where it cost 00 cents In labor to pro- 
duce $1 in milk has given way to the 
modern barn, equipped with labor-sav- 
ing devices — devices that promote 
greater milk production. Scarcity of 
labor makes such a barn a requirement 
for the profitable conduct of the farm- 
ing industry. 

That his own prosperity depends on 
the prosperity of labor, not the labor 
of his own community, but on the la- 
bor of the country, probably has not 
occurred to the average farmer. To 
bring this fact home. let us consider 
tbe broad subject of labor and Its em- 
ployment. 

War Work Brought Prosperity. 

During the four or five years pre- 
vious to November 11 when the armis- 
tice was signed, bringing to a halt all 
of those Industries that bad been em- 
ployed In furnishing war materials. la- 
bor had been 100 per cent employed. 
Wages were the highest known to this 
country, or any other country, for that 
matter. The wage earners were pros- 
perous and that i>roHperity was reflect- 
ed in every other brunch of our com- 
Bsercial, industrial and agricultural ac- 
tivity. 

Prices of food were high, the higb- 
ent known since the Civil war. Fann- 
ers were getting 200 and 300 per cent 
nwre fur their crops, live stock and 
dairy products than they had received 
In former times. The reason for this 


has made other features necessary be- 
cause they save labor. 

Barn for Small Farm. 

A combiuation horse and dairy bam 
is shown In an accompanying illus- 
tration. This is a design for a small 
farm, where a dozen cows and four or 
five horses are kept. Here these ani- 
mals may be safely housed, the work 
can be done easily and the winter’s 
supply of feed for horses and cows 
may be stored. 

As the ground floor plan shows, the 
horse barn and cow stable are sepa- 
rated by a solid wall. This prevents 
the ammonia fumes from the horse 
barn penetrating the cow stable, a fea- 
ture of bam construction demanded by 
tbe laws of some of the states. 

Three single and two double or box 
stalls are provided In the horse bam. 
Stalls fur 12 cuws are provided In the 
cattle barn. 

The floor of the barn Is concrete, the 
feed alley being through the center. 
The Utter alleys are along tbe side 
walls. The feed alley runs through 
the building and Is connected at tbe 
rear with the silo by a covered chute, 
which provides a feed room. Over 
each of the Utter alleys Is a carrier 
track, so that the manure may be 
transported out of the building to tbe 
pits on either side of the silo, where 
tbe winter feed of the cows is stored. 

The bay mow on the second floor Is 
connected with tbe horse bam by a 
trap door, near tbe door that divides 
tbe horse and cow sections of the 
bam. Hay for both animals Is thrown 
down and Is convenient to tbe man- 
gers of both. 

Ventilation Is Provided. 

Tbe barn is of wooden construction, 
with gambrel roofs and a system of 
ventilation, without which tbe modern

Try not to use dishes for these 
occasions for the dally menus, but 
keep them just for the emergency. 
Provided you are sure of proper re- 
sults, It Is fatal to one’s peace of 
mind to experiment on an unusual 
dish. Keep In your closet or on the 
emergency shelf such foods as shred- 
ded codfish, sardines, canned salmon, i 
tuna, crab and clams, canned toma- 
toes, soup, grated cheese, salad dress- 
ing, preserves, dates, nuts and marsh- 
mallows. This list could be enlarged 
Indefinitely and other attractive 
things may he added. 

An omelet is a dish generally well 
liked ; It may be preceded by a 
cream of tomato soup, which is soon 
prepared and followed by a potato 
salad If one Is fortunate enough to 
have a few cold potatoes on hand, If 
not, cook a few, cut In dice and serve 
In a cream sauce. A cup of tea with 
a cookie >r piece of cake and a dish 
of preserves for dessert will make 
a most satisfying meal. 

The canned soup, of course. Is 
quickly reheated and saves preparing 
one dish; a salad of the solid part 
of the can of tomatoes with a bit 
of salmon or tuna will make a fine 
salad with a good dressing. A can 
of pineapple with 'marshmallows and 
whipped cream with a tablespoonful 
«r two of salad dressing makes a 
most delicious sweet salad, which 
may be served with wafers, a cup of 
cocoa or coffee as a dessert. 

A pretty table, with a few well- 
cooked dishes and a hearty welcome 
will make a feast for apy guest.

for a dining table for the birds, sprin- 
kled with the waste which cannot be 
eaten by the family, will make a feast 
for the little feathered friends. 

Tea Bread. — Take one cupful each 
of milk and well-dried and rolled 
bread crumbs, one egg. one-half cup- 
ful of corn syrup, one and one-fourth 
cupfuls of flour, three-fourths of a 
cup of barley flour, four tenspoonfuls 
of baking powder well sifted with the 
flour, two tenspoonfuls of salt, three 
tabicspoonfuls of fat and one cupful 
of raisins. Soften the crumbs la the 
milk, add the beaten egg and syrup. 
Sift together the flour, salt aad bak- 
ing powder, add the raisins, then mix 
all together and beat well. Tura Into 
a well-greased pan and allow It to 
rise for twenty minutes. Bake In a 
moderate oven one-half hour. Nuts 
may be substituted for half of the 
raisins. This recipe makes twe small 
loaves. 

Bread Crumb Bread, — Take two- 
thirds of a cup of lukewarm water, 
one cup of milk, one tablespoonful of 
sugar, one and one-half teaspoonfnls 
of salt, one and one-half tablespoon- 
fuls of fat, one yeast cake, one and 
two-thirds capfuls of bread crumbs 
and two and three-fourths cupfuls of 
flour. Pour the scalded milk over the 
fht. salt and sugar, add crumbs and 
water, and softened yeast when cool 
enough. Add flour gradually aad 
knead ten minutes. Let rise nnttl 
double in balk, then shape Into a large 
loaf and let rise again. Bake one 
hour.

— Take one pound 
each of raisins, dried peaches, one-half 
pound of dried apricots, one pound of 
prunes, one-hulf pound of candled 
citron, orange and lemon peel shredded 
fine; two quarts of cranberries. Put 
all’ through the meet chopper using the 
coarsest kulfe. Place In a pruservlng 
kettle and add two and one-hulf iiounds 
of brown sugar and a cupful of any 
canned fruit juice or water. Cook 
slowly and carefully for one hour, then 
cool and add five pounds of chopped 
apple with the peeling left on. Add 
one pound of suet chopped fine, one 
pound of the seedless raisins, four 
tableepoonfuls of cinnamon, one of 
ginger, one of cloves, one of allspice 
and one-half of nutmeg and one of oaic 
Cover with one quart of cider boiled 
ten minutes.

He will 
also want land in a country where 
the prnctlce.s of the people are simi- 
lar to those to which he has been ac- 
customed ; a country with the snme 
language, snme religion, .same general 
habits of living, with Inw.s, currency, 
weights anil measures, etc., based on the 
snme prlncli>lcs ns those with which 
he Is fnmilinr. He wants a country 
where he con buy land from $'20 to 
$40 an acre which will produce ns 
big or bigger crops ns those he has 
been accustomed to from lands nt $100 
an acre. He wants this land where 
social conditions will he attractive to 
himself nnd family, nnd where he can 
look forward with confidence to being 
in a few years Independent, and well 
started on the road to financial suc- 
cess. 

AH the.se conditions he will find In 
western Ciinudn. The provinces of Al- 
berta. Saskatchewan, nnd Manitoba 
provide the one nnd only answer to 
the land-hungry. The land is there;

CURRENT EVENTS 

President Departs for France 
Without Senate’s Approval 
of Nations’ League. 

CHANGES MAY BE NECESSARY 


Filibuster In Senate Kills Urgent Bills 

and Early Extra Session Is Pre- 
dicted — Progress of the Peace 
Conference Delegates 
In Paris.

When President Wilson sailed away 
on his return trip to France last Wed- 
neaday there must have been some 
bitterneu In his soul. For a very 
considerable part of the senate had re- 
fused to accept his dictates concern- 
ing the constitution of the league of 
nationa, and congress had adjourned 
under circumstances that seem to 
’ uiake eiecessary the early calling of an 
extra session Respite ‘♦'e president’s 
flat dechiration that b« ' -<'m- 

mon the new congresr 
from Paris. 

Mr. Wilson, In hi 
York, asserted that 
of the American pe< 
of nations, and th 
the ‘truth of the asi,^. 
vored, too, by a great majority v.- 
senators, but many of them, and pre- 
sumably many private citizens, do not 
favor the constitution of the league 
la It now stands. Tlie president has 
told us that It is practicaily Impossible 
now to amend the drafted constitution, 
but that he Is mistaken in this Is the 
opinion of the opposing senators, and, 
according to recent dispatches from 
Paris, some of the delegates to the 
peace conference agree with them. 
After SO Republican hold-over senators 
and senators-elect had signed a round 
robin declaring that the league con- 
BtltuttoD should be altered and that 
It should not be considered further 
until the peace treaty had been rntl- 
fled, It was plain to the administra- 
tion leaders. If not to the president, 
that some compromise was necessary. 
Therefore, possibly with the authoriza- 
tion of Mr. Wilson, Senator Hitchcock 
asked Senator Knox to draft the 
amendments which he and other Re- 
publican senators desire. At this writ- 
ing the results of this step are not 
known, but it seemed likely that, if the 
president should concede some of the 
changes BRke<l. the senators would con- 
sent to making the league nil Integral 
part of the peace treaty. <»n this lat- 
ter i>olnt the president takes a deter- 
mined stand, telling his New York 
sudien<'« that when the treaty comes 
hack for ratification “we will find the 
covenant not only In It, hut so many 
threads of the treaty tied to the cove- 
nant that you cannot dissect the cove- 
nant from the treaty without destroy- 
ing the whole vital structure.*' 

That a majority of the American 
people are In favor of the league con- 
stitution at It uow ktands la doubted 
by Seuatore Borah. I-odge, Kiioi and 
others of Its opponent*. They say they 
are re4*elvlng uuineroua letters dally 
that protest against It. and are willing 
that it should be submitted to a nation- 
wide referendum. I'hough the ques- 
lion aeemh to be drifting Into the field 
of partUuii politics. It must he aald 
that a number of I>emoorath senators 
are as much against the present league 
plan a* are the llepuhllcana who signed 
I he round robin, while some Uei)uhll- 
raus are heartily supporting the presi- 
dent. In the next senate there will he 
at lo^Ht fili votes against the league 
plan, and SS will ha enough to prevent 
Its ratification. 

When the Elxty-fifth .'ungrest gave 
•p the £l..— t at noon. March 4. a vii»t 
deal of iiuportaot leRislatton. Including 
appro!, rietlons of about fi^t.OOO.OOii.tiOU. 
was iett unfinished. This was due to 
a personal lidbu'ter coodoctad by 
Ker-ai-rs Kiterrnan. Franca and l-« Fol- 
Igttr. ‘i'iiey asaumed ali raauppsU-liitjr 


for their action, for the Repuhllcnn 
h‘nders would have permitted the pas- 
sage of some of the bills, especially 
that adding $7.’>0,0(»0,0(K) to the revolv- 
ing ftiiid for railroad administration. 
Two measures that did get thniugli In 
the last hours were the Victory loan 
and blllinn dollar wheat guarantee 
hills. Tlie purpose of the filibuster 
was to compel the president to call 
the new congress In extra session In n 
short time, and so urgent are many of 
the measures that failed of passage 
that It seems likely he will have to 
yield to the demand. When he left 
America, however, he appeared as de- 
termined as ever not to summon con- 
gress until his return. His statement 
to the public, Bcorlnp the obstruction- 
ists. was rather unfortunate. The peo- 
ple rend : 

“It Is not In the Interest of the 
right conduct of public affairs that I 
should call the congress In special ses- 
sion while it Is Impossible for me to he 
in Washlngtoiv because of a more 
pressing duty elsewhere, to co-operate 
with the houses.” 

Then they immediately recalled Mr. 
Wilson's statement before hla depar- 
ture for France last December, that 
legislation could go forward unim- 
peded In his absence and that he could 
keep constantly in touch with congress 
by cable and wireless. 

It Is the president’s own opinion 
Miat the failure of emergency leglsla- 
— 'Hnusly upset financial cof^ 
ecauae there la general 
this it Is predicted the 
of congress will be called ' 
n tn Jlay. * There la no 
Mr. Wilson’s being tack 
for he has announced his 
remaining abroad until the 
work u,. e peace congress Is com- 
pleted. 

. At first It was thought the failure of 
the appropriation for the railway ad- 
minlKtration would result In the almost 
Immediate return of the roads to their 
former owners, though this Is desired 
by neither the owners nor the general 
public. Director General Hines stated 
later that a new plan of financing the 
situation would be devised; that an 
effort would be made to prevail on the 
railroads and other business Interests 
to borrow money necessary to enable 
the administration to go forward with 
Its railroad plans and that In no ease 
would he countenance a policy which 
would slow down Industry or throw 
men out of employment. The director 
general also declared that “there la no 
occasion to discuss the question of re- 
lliiqulshin»nt of the railroads." 

The fact remains that the railroad* 
must have at least $700,000,000 before 
May .SI, and If they are forced to bor- 
row In the market the success of the 
Victory loan will be jeopardized. 

With the return of Premier I.loyd 
George to Paris the peace delegates 
took up the consideration of the treaty, 
tackling first the question of the dla- 
arinaineiit of the enemy, naval and 
military, which was lifted from the 
arinistlce terms and will become a part 
of the peace pact. As framed by the 
I'uiiimlsslon. till* clause will effeetually 
safeguard the world against aggression 
by the Huns for a long time. As was 
expected, the amount of money to he 
exacted in reparation has been cut 
down greatly, but It still stands at au 
eiiormou* sum. 'Hie commission on 
the niatter of^ the western frontier was 
said to have virtually finished its work. 
France may not get all her mo.st en- 
thusiastic citizens hoped for, but an 
adequate buffer betweeu her and Ger- 
many will he provided by the creation 
of the neutralized strlji along the west 
bank of the Khine. 

According to iha last reftorta, the 
coinrolasion oaine<l to determine the 
responsibility of the authors of the 
war, which la headed by Secretary I,an- 
slng. has come to a conclusion that 
will arouse a storm of protest through- 
out the civilized world. Its report. It 
Is aald, w hile fixing moral res|K>iislbll- 
liy on the former kaiser and hla as- 
s.H‘tatca. fulls to find legal resitonslhll- 
liy beeau-i© there I* oo pre<-edeot or 
law applicable to the ..-ase and no ex 
Istlng court coispetent to try the ac- 
cused If their legal guilt were evident.

In their munh'rous warfare, and wh.v 
any <-riminnl court In America, Great 
Ilrlfnln, Fninee or Helgium Is not com- 
petent to try the ncciiNed Individtmis.

Eminent legal bodies in several coun- 
tries have rearlnal conclusions at total 
variance with the reported finding of 
the commission over which Ijansing 
presides. The Pan-German league also 
is taking steps to protect the ex-kniser 
from justice, having Issued a procla- 
mation declaring the natloiinl assembly 
or the Ebert government Is in honor 
hound to furnish him a safe retreat on 
German soli. 

That Ebert government, hy the way. 
Is becoming rather cocky In Its attitude 
toward the allies. The cabinet held n 
meeting the other day with party lend- 
ers and others and nil agreed that 
Germany could not submit to coercion 
from the entente powers in the ar- 
mistice negotiations or In the peace 
pourparlers. It was declared that the 
government would <lecllne responslbll- 
k Ity for possible consequences “If the 
entente tries to speculate (xn German 
patience.” The demands of the allies 
for tlfe Immediate surrender of mer- 
chant shipping were ) Md to be Inac- 
ceptuble becniise they Tould “nnro^'- t

well ns other places. The Reds keep 
up their method of starting strikes, and 
In addition are said to he trying to 
open up the way through Kocnigsberg, 
East Prussia, for the entry of their 
bolshevik brothers from Russia. This 
move wus temporarily checked hy the 
sending of strong forces of troops. 
Government soldiers also operated ef- 
fectively In Berlin, where the Sparta- 
(•ans were trying to get possession of 
the police stations but were routed 
hy artillery fire. The government press 
predicted that the workingmen and the 
government would reach an agreement 
and that the general strike would fall, 
leaving tho most radical Reds ns the 
only malcontents. The government 
has proposed that the soldiers and 
workingmen’s council he made un or- 
ganic part of the governmental sys- 
tem under the new constitution that It 
being constructed at Weimar. 

Most of the present German lenders 
are still against any concessions to 
the demsnds of the Poles as to Ihe 
eastern frontier, and the allies’ com- 
mission now In session at Kreuz on the 
Brandenhnrg-Posen border, tins a diffi- 
cult question to settle. Field Marshal 
von Htndenhnrg I* quoted as saying 
that the territory In dispute never will 
he held hy the Poles, hut will belong 
to either Ihe Germans or the holshe- 
vlkl. He dei'lnres the uiiurchlHt hordes 
cannot he beaten off unless the people 
there rally to the defense of their 
homes aud their families. 

The billed forces In northern Russia 
have retired somewhat before the at- 
tacks of the soviet troops, hut have 
tnfilcteii great losses on 'hem. Trotsky 
is getting his hlg army more organized 
and Is re|>orted to he pluiiiiing to drive 
through Hessuruhia and Into Itouraanla 
and Hungary, with the expeiistlon of 
I'apturlug Huilaiiest. The most amaz- 
ing story coining from Russia recently 
Is that the soviet government hopes to 
arrange a big loan In America In re- 
turn for mining and railroad conces- 
sions. And, at that, it might be done. 

The Irish question pestered the 
president almost to the hour of hla de- 
parture. 'J'he house before adjourning 
adopted g resolution asking the peace 
conference to recognize the right of 
Ireland to self deteruiiuation ; and a 
htg delegatloo of Auierlcaus of Irish 
blood waited on Mr. Wllaon iu New 
York to urge ttiat he support that 
pro|s>i>itloii. He refused to meet them 
until Justice Cobalan of New Y’ork had 
withdrawn, that individual having been 
accused of Ukiug part in Sinn Kein 
coosplraclea and having been a defend- 
er of Jeremiah O'Leary who waa 
•iiarfod with obstructing th# draft.

POULTRY 

CHICKS REARED IN BROODERS 


No System Ideal for All Conditions— 
Success Depends on Indi- 
vidual Handling. 

(Preparfd by the tTnlted Rtntos Depart, 
ment of AfrrlouUiire.) 

More difference of opinion exists ns 
to the value of brooding systems than 
In nn> other part of poultry rearing, 
which shows that no system Is Ideal 
for all conditions, hut that success de- 
pends largely on Individual handling 
nnd care. Many fnllnres In brooding 
are due to w’onk chicks which may he 
traced to faulty Incnhntlon or weak- 
ness In breeding stock. Successful 
ehlek raising depends primarily upon 
having healthy, vigorous breeding 
stock. 

Some of the most Important faults 
In the mnnngeniont of brooders are 
overcrowding and lack of ventilation, 
while the chicks fall to get sufllclent 
exercise. Tho brooder should supply 
the proper temperntnre, he readily 
adapted to change In weather condi- 
tions, be easy to clean nnd well ven- 
tilated. The capacity should not be 
overestimated. One-hnif to two-thirds 
of the number of chickens commonly 
advised will do much hotter thnn a 
larger number. Brooders and hovers 
should have from one-half to two 
Inches of sand, dry dirt, cut clover 
or chaff spread over the floor, nnd In 
case they are kept In the brooder 
house, over the floor of this also. The 
hovers should be cleaned frequently, 
ns cleanliness Is essential In raising 
chickens succes.sfully. 

The best temperntnre at which to 
keep a brooder or hover depends upon 
(he position of the thermometer, the 
style of the hover, the age of the chick- 
ens, nnd the weather conditions. Aim 
to keep the chickens comfortable. As 
the operator learns by the action of 
the chickens the amount of heat they 
require, he can discard the thermome- 
ter If he desires. When too cold they 
will crowd together and try to get 
nearer the heat. If it is found in the 
morning that the droppings are well 
scattered over the hover It Is an In- 
dication that the chickens have had 
enough heat. If the chickens are com- 
fortable at night they will be spread 
out under the hover with the heads of 
some protruding from under tbe hover 
cloth. Too much heat will cause them 
to pant and sit around with their 
mouths open. 

It Is impossible to state for each 
case at what temperature the brooders 
should be . kept to raise young chick- 
ens; however. It will run from 00 up

to 100 degrees In some cases, as some 
broods of chickens seem to require 
more beat than others, nn average be- 
ing 93 to 95 degrees for the first week 
or ten days, when the temperature Is 
gradually reduced to 85 degrees for the 
following ten days, and then lowered 
to 70 or 75 degrees for ns long as the 
chickens need bent. This depends 
somewhat on the season of the year 
aud the number of the chickens, as It 
can be readily seen that the heat gen- 
erated hy 50 chickens would raise tho 
temperature umler the hover to a 
higher degree than the bout given off 
hy n lesser number, cousequentl.v tho 
amount of heat fumlRlicd hy the lump 
or stove will have to be regulated ac- 
cordingly. As tho chickens grow 
larger and need less beat the lumps 
may be used only at night, and Inter 
only on cold nights. The heat Is usually 
cut off at the end of four or five weeks 
In March or April in tbe vicinity of 
Washington, D, C., wiille winter chick- 
ens have heat for eight or ten weeks, 
or until they are well feathered. Care 
should be taken to prevent chilling or 
overheating the chickens, which weak- 
ens them and may result In bowel 
trouble. 

When chickens are first put Into the 
brooder they should be <‘ouflntsl un- 
der or around the hover by placing a 
board or wire frame a few Inches out- 
side (this would not apiily to the smull 
outdoor colony brooders).

06 towns with a popniation of over

parison with the total area of the 
Japanese Islands. Rullwaya now con- 
nect the main Industrial and ngriciil- 
tnrul centers, supplementing the atl- 
mlriihle water communicutions hy sea 
and eanni. This eoncentratlon of lii- 
dustriulism and liniirovement In trans- 
port eomhine to give Japan a focus of 
material Influence which cun scarcely 
full to Inereiise her pre.ssnre upun 
t'hina in time to come.

Premier Ace la Hero of Motordom. 


Amertca’a ace of aces, Capt. Ed- 
ward Victor Rlckenbacker, is the au- 
tomobile men’s great hero of the war. 
Itlckcnhncker Is America's air cham- 
pion. lu the flnal summing up of the 
aviation records he was offlclally cred- 
ited with bringing down twenty-six 
tierman planes. 

One story from “over there” relates 
that he fired the last shot of the war. 
The story states he was flying over 
the German lines at 10:59 on tlie 
morning of Nor. 11, and that he kept 
his hand on the trigger of his machine 
gun for Just sixty seconds, driving 
Germans helter«kelter until the min- 
ute was up and the war ended. 

Capt. "Rick” was leader of the 94th 
aero pursuit squadron. In a recent 
letter he said that on the day the ar- 
ndstice went Into effect his squadron 
v/as transferred from the First army 
to the Third army, and was the only 
]>ursult squadron In the American fly- 
ing service to accompany the Army of 
Occupation. This unit was credited 
with bringing down sixty-nine German 
gdanes. 

May Race Thia Season. 

Capt. Rlckenbacker plans to be back 
In the automobile racing game this 
season. His presence will do much to 


bring about the racing boom that auto- 
mobile men predict for 1919. He is 
one of tlie picturesque figures of the 
war, and his mere entry undoubtedly 
will draw thousands to the tracks. 

“Rick’s" exploits won him decora- 
tion after decoration. War censorship 
allowed only the news of his repeated 
victories to reach this country, but 
since the armistice wonderful tales of 
bis daring have come across the ocean. 

It is known he has received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross with four oak 
leaves, (uiuivalent to five citations ; the 
French Croix de Guerre, and tl>e dec- 
oration of the Legion of Honor. Ho 
may have been honored even further, 
but those decorations were officially 
reported. 

Capt. Rlckenbacker enlisted early in 
1917. His first work after reaching 
France was a Job as ctiaufleur to Gen. 
Pershing. That proved too slow for 
the daredevil of the speedways and he 
secured a transfer to aviation. After 
completing bis course of instruction in 
April, 1918, he won his title of “ace" 
In one month by bringing down five 
German planes. Then victories came 
so fast that “Rlckenbacker downs an- 
other Hun” was headlined In the 
papers every little while.

When cleaning out the fadiator It 
Is well to occasionally Inspect the con- 
dition of the rubber hose connections 
in the water circulation system, for 
obstructions not infrequently develop 
at these places. If a glycerine anti- 
freecing mixture has been used, or 
any kind of radiator dope, the interior 
of these rubber connections is very 
likely to be injured, as many of these 
substances so affect rubber that the in- 
terior surface of the connbetlon is 
softened and loosened; and the vibra- 
tion of the car is liable to cause pieces 
of rubber to break away. When this 
ocnirs the loose pieces lodge at the 
narrow points In the passages and seri- 
ously diminish the flow of the cooling 
water. Whenever one of these rubber 
connections feels soft and flabby, or 
appears to have breaks lu the body of 
the tubing, the connection should be 
removed and eurefully examined and 
at the same time tlie passage should 
be tested to see that the flow of water 
Is not obstructed. — Scientific Ameri- 
can.

Living Room la Large. 

The front entrance door opens Into 
the living room, the room that makes 
a hungnlow such a favorite. This 
room Is 19 by 18 feet an exceptionally 
good sire, not being too largo to de- 
tract from the Idea of cf»xlncss and not 
so small that there Is a feeling of be- 
ing shut In. At one end Is an open 
fireplace, another Important hungnlow 
feature, and on cither side of It are 
low bookcases, with windows above. 

Opening off the living room through 
a wide space between colonnades, Is 
the dining room, also of good slxe and 
equally attractive In Its arrangement.

Between the alcove and the 
wall at the rear of the dining room Is 
a seat with windows above. 

The kitchen, the workroom of the 
I home, is designed with a view to effl- 
I clcncy. It Is 12 by 10 feet, but a large 
I pantry, 6 by 6 feet adds to Its con- 
venience. In the latter Is a work ta- 
ble, five shelves, and space for the Ice 
box, the latter having an opening to 
the back porch so that It may be 
Iced without coming Indoors. The 
basement stairs open off one corner of 
the kitchen. 

A T-shaped hall connects the dining 
room and the two bedrooms. The front 
bedroom is 10% by 13 feet and has two 
windows opening to the terrace and 
one at the side, allowing for excellent 
ventilation. The rear bedroom has 
similar windows, but is slightly larger 
than the front room, being 14% by 10 
feet. Between Is an unusually large 
bathroom for this size house. 

Much Closet Space. 

Closet space always is a feature that 
appeals to the housekeeper. In this 
bungalow. It will be noticed, are three 
large closets, one off the living room 
and one off each of the bedrooms. The 
bathroom, too, has considerable space 
that can be so used. 

In the hands of an experienced build- 
er, this design may be changed to suit

To have any plans for the whole city 
on which all Its people may unite Is a 
great gain. We can hardly conceive of 
any citizen’s starting to build a house 
without any plan for the building.

One crime remained for No. a2 — 
mlxe<1 freight, weet bound.

MORE MONEY FOR BRIDGE 

Representative Burgess H. Spin- 
ney of Weymouth ipresented in t'le 
Legislature on Tuesday a petition 
signed by the Norfolk County I’oni- 
missioners, iTy John II.

TO CHECK ANARCHISM FLOOD 


Treaty and League of Nations May Be 

Separated — Some Features of 

Terms Germany Must Accept 
— Spartacans Desperately 
Fighting President Eb- 
ert’s Troops. 

By. EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Ininiediute peace, and food for the 
hungry peoples of central Europe. 
These are the two essentials, If over- 
whelming anarchy Is to be averted, 
according to well posted authorities on 
the situation. To these Frank Vander- 
ilp addb that the speedy resumption 
of production is most Imperative, “or 
the horrors of war may ,be exceeded 
by the horrors of this after period, 
which is neither war nor peace but a 
breakdown of the machinery of civil- 
isation.” 

However wrong In some respects 
may be the senators and other Amer- 
icans who oppose the present plans 
for the league of nations, they appear 
to have been right when they said 
the peace treaty should be devised and 
ratified first and the matter of the 
league taken up later for final settle- 
ment. The two propositions are un- 
doubtedly closely Interwoven and 
President Wilson may yet have his 
way and see them considered and 
adopLed as one, but the opinion last 
week In Paris and elsewhere was that 
the peace treaty should he closed up 
at once so that Its ratification may not 
be delayed by the opposition to the 
league and the demands for amend- 
ments of the present plan. 

The peace delegates recognize the 
necessity of submitting the treaty to 
the German government before that 
government falls, and In order that 
ft may not fall because of longer de- 
lay. It Is hoped the preliminary treaty 
can be ready by March 20. when the 
German plenipotentiaries will be 
called to Versailles to receive It. They 
will lay It before the national assem- 
bly at Weimar and re<-elve their In- 
structions from that bo<ly. While the 
Germans will be given opportunity to 
suggest minor changes, they will he 
compelled to accept the pact substan- 
tially as It stands. Rince this treaty 
la held to concern only the belliger- 
ent nations; It will not be submitted 
to the plenary session of the con- 
ference. which Includes representa- 
tives of the neutral nations; only Site 
ratification of the supreme council Is 
held necessary. Though the terms to 
he Imposed on the Germans will not 
Ite so harsh as those first suggested, 
they will he so severe that there are 
many predictions that the Ebert gov- 
ernment cannot sign them and live. 
If the Huns refuse to sign them. It is 
up to Marshal Foch. and the wisdom 
of keeping a very large allied force 
under arms may become apparent at 
once. 

As It stood at the time this was 
written, the section of the treaty deal- 
ing with the military cuts down the 
German army to 100,000 men with 
4.000 officers, the force to be raised 
hy voluntary twelve-year enlistments. 
All e<)ulpinent In excess of the re<julre- 
tneuts of this army Is to be sur- 
rendered and the munitions output 
coiTes|M>ndlngly kept down. I'be Itblue 
forts are to be demolished. 

The reparation to be exacted has 
Wen reduced to about $.'{.V(Mi0,O0O.000. 
and e<‘unnmlc terms are being ar- 
ranged with a view to leriultting Ger- 
many to resume Its manufacturing 
Sind tNtiiimerce In order that It may 
g>ar the bill. This latter subject has 
d-'l ven the supreme coundl consider- 
able tnmble. mainly iMH-ause of the 
etaiid tsken by the French, who want 
tbeir own produciion In the devastat- 
^ region restored flrat. 

The supreme council decided ttiat 
the questions of the western Germsn. 
Turkish snd Adrlstlc bouiularlas 


should not be passed upon by the 
Imundaries commission, but deter- 
mined by the council Itself, because of 
their vast importance and difficulties. 
These Include the frontier disputes 
between Italy and Jugo-Slovakla. 

The commlsalon on waterways, 
ports and {‘allways recommended that 
the Rhine and the Kiel canal be opened 
to free navigation by all nations, the 
former to be controlled by an Interna- 
tional commission and the latter to 
remain under German ownership and 
operation. 

Poland probably will he granted the 
desired outlet to the Baltic sea, and 
it Is likely she will be given Dnnxlg 
and the entire Vistula valley. This 
would cut off east Prussia and It is 
believed that state will be set up as 
a separate republic. In accordance 
with the wishes of a large part of its 
population. The violent opposition 
which these measures may arouse In 
Germany probably will render ad- 
visable the sending to Poland of Gen- 
eral Haller’s two divisions , of Poles 
now In France. 

That the Germans must have food 
quickly If the flood of bolshevik and 
Spartacan anarchy Is to be stayed Is 
the flat statement of many who should 
know. Including Secretary Lansing. In 
this policy there Is no pity for the 
Huns; It Is merely a matter of self- 
protection for the rest of Europe If 
not for the world. Investigators for 
the allies do not agree with the state- 
ments that there is plenty of food In 
most of Germany, and the great ma- 
jority 'of authorities are convinced 
that the anarchistic movement in cen- 
tral Europe la feeding on hunger and 
can be checked by provisions. The 
Ebert government virtually threatened 
to Me down and lei the Spartacans 
have their own way If the allies did 
not consent to feed Germany. Whether 
or not the threat was a bluff, it has 
worked. With this was Involved the 
matter of the surrender of German 
merchant shipping, and the Huns In- 
duced the allies to agree to revictual 
Germany until the next harvest If the 
ships were given up. Letting a de- 
feated nation dictate thus to its con- 
querors was said by some to he a seri- 
ous blunder, hut Its worst effect prob- 
ably will be to encourage the Germans 
to be stubborn on other questions 
where the allies cannot afford to yield. 
Three hundred thousand tons of Ger- 
man shipping now In German ports 
has been allocated to the -United 
States. In addition about 100,000 tons 
of German shipping Interned In Chil- 
ean waters was allocated to America, 
but this may not be accepted If the 
shipping board finds the necessary re- 
pairs would not be Justified If the 
vessels are to be used by us for a 
short period. 

The Internal condition of Germany 
Is described as almost hopeless. There 
has been continuous fighting In Berlin 
and other centers, and while the Spar- 
tacans have generally got the worst 
of It, they are persistent and very des- 
r>erate. In the suburbs of the capital 
the battles were especially bloody, 
Lichtenherg seeing the most sanguln- 
ar.t encounters. The government 
troops used artillery and mine throw- 
ers there and after some days suc- 
ceeded In ousting the Spartacans. 
Many prisoners were taken and were 
summarily executed. The reds devot- 
ed a great deal of their attention to 
plundering the shops. Politically, the 
majority socialists are nut meeting 
with great success or inspiring much 
enthusiasm In the people. .Hugo Haase 
and the minority socialists are grow- 
ing stronger, and some observers say 
the only salvation from Che commun- 
ism or chaos they would bring about 
is In the new democratic party which 
Is getting into action. The fact that 
the chief of this party Is Count von 
Bernstorff will not give It much stand- 
ing with the allies. It Is to be noted, 
too, that Doctor Albert, former leader 
of plots and propaganda In the United 
States, has been given a cabinet posi- 
tion under Scheidemaun. One can al- 
most discern, already, the finish of the 
so-called German revolution against 
autocracy. Even now. It Is reported, 
the |>eople are virtually Ignoring the 
national assembly and Its dellbera- 
iloua. 

Seemingly, Lenlne and Trotsky have 
given up any Idea of coming to terms 
arllb the rest of the world, and are go- 
ing ahead wlUi ihelr plan ot fordng 


HOW TO SET A HEN PROPERLY 

Nest Should Be In Some Quiet Place 
Where She Won’t Bo Disturbed — 
Handle Carefully. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The first sign of a hen being broody 
(wanting to set) Is that she stays 
longer on the ne.st when laying, and 
on being approached will quite likely 
femain and make a clucking noise, 
ruflle her feathers and peck at the In- 
truder. When It Is noted that a hen 
sets on a nest from two to three 
nights In succession and that the 
feathers are disappearing from her 
breast which should feel hot to tho 
hand, she Is ready to be transferred 
for setting to a nest which has’pre- 


bolshevlsm on all peoples. Dispatches 
from Moscow sny the soviet govern- 
ment has appointed a Swiss named 
Moor to be “International commissar’’ 
with unlimited financial and political 
powers, with a view to promoting a 
World-Wide communist revolution. Id 
tho Archangel region the bolsbevists 
continue their attacks on the allied 
forces and, though suffering severe 
losses, have compelled them to move 
northward from Vistavka. Informa- 
tion from the part of Russia controlled 
by the bolshevik! Is that though their 
army Is increasing and is well drilled 
and well fed, the rest of the people 
are starving to death. Production of 
all kinds has censed and transporta- 
tion is so utterly demoralized that what 
grain they hnVe cannot be distributed. 
In a word, the soviet government has 
demonstrated Its absolute inenpadty 
and lack of administrative ability, ex- 
cept in the matter of raising a con- 
script army. In this Trotzky Is large- 
ly following the old system of the em- 
pire. 

The war of words and Ideas over the 
league of nations continues unabated. 
Former President Taft and others of 
the plan's supporters admit the pres- 
ent draft should be amended, and have 
suggested desirable changes. Senator 
Borah and the rest of the attackers do 
not seem to approve the league at all.

In this he is suv 
Mr. Bryan, who thinks to req 
two-tblrds vote to admit a new mem- 
ber suggests the social club, where a 
few black balls may keep out an un- 
congenial applicant. 

Opponents of the league plan In 
America have formed a national or- 
ganization of which Col. Henry Wat- 
terson of Louisville is president and 
George Wharton Pepper of Philadel- 
phia Is the managing head and di- 
rector. Its purpose is to create the 
machinery for conducting an active 
campaign against the proposed league 
throughout the nation. It will under- 
take to reach every voter by distribut- 
ing literature attacking the league 
plan. Among the members are many 
senators and prominent publicists. 

All neutral nations are to have some- 
thing to sny concerning the league be- 
fore action is taken. They have been 
Invited by the conference authorities 
to attend a private and unofficial con- 
ference In Purls March 30, to express 
their views on the constitution .us 
drafted. It Is believed now that Ge- 
neva may be made the permanent seat 
of the league of nations. 

Irelond is not the only country that 
Is seeking to take advantage of the 
“self-deterinlnatlon" principle enunci- 
ated by President Wilson and accepted 
by the belligerent nations. Porto Rico 
strongly urges that it be made a state 
or given Independence, and the Phil- 
ippines arc urging that they be permit- 
ted to paddle tbeir own canoe. Presi- 
dent Wilson's record leads to the be- 
lief that he will not offer any serious 
opposition to tflfe desires of the FiU- 
pluus. Korea, also, has declared its 
independence from Japan, and the dec- 
laration. which says It represents the 
voice of 20.(XlOjOOO people, asserts they 
will fight to the last drop of blood In 
the great cause of liberty. The leader 
ol the Koreans Is said to have come to 
the United States to conduct a press 
campaign with the Immediate object of 
obtaining a bearing at the Paris peace 
conference. 

Two pieces of news concerning Mex- 
ico aroused interest last week. One 
was that President (Jarranza was In- 
sisting on the itayinent of the confis- 
catory “royally tax" on oil produced 
b) foreign operatora and that the en- 
tire controversy was likely to reach 
a critical atage again. The other was 
the Information that the I. W. W. had 
established a revolutionary confedera- 
tion In Mexico for the purpose of over- 
throwing the clergy, capitalists and 
bourgeoisie, and that the chief of the 
Carranza cabinet bad signed an agree- 
ment with them to have enacted the 
neceaaary syodlcailat leglalatlon.

Toward the evening of the second 
day quietly go in where she is sitting, 
leave some feed and water, remove 
the board from the front or top of the 
nest, and let the hen come off when 
she Is ready. Should she return to 
the nest after feeding remove the 
china egg or eggs and put under those 
that are to be Incubated. If the nests 
are slightly darkened the hens are less 
likely to become restless. 

At hatching time they should be con- 
fined and not be disturbed . until the 
hatch is completed, unless they become 
restless, when it may bo best to re- 
move the chicks that are hatched first. 
In cool weather It Is best not to put 
more than ten eggs under a hen, while 
later In the spring one can pul twelve 
to fifteen, according to the size of the 
ben. 

Dust the hen thoroughly with insect 
powder, and In applying the powder 
hold the hen by the feet, the head 
down, working the powder well Into 
the feathers, giving special attention 
to re-glons around the vent and under 
the wings. The powder should also be 
sprinkled In the nesL

Motorlata Can Avoid Trouble by Use 
of Good Motor Oil — Need Be no 
Fear of Deterioration if Oil 
la Changed Frequently. 


"I am not at all anxious thtit mo- 
torists should consider me a crank 
or a calamity bowler." said Max Uag- 
elstinc, who has attracted considerable 
attention tbrougb tbe country by his 
frequent pertinent tips to automobile 
owners, “but I certainly do want 
folks to know more about their cars 
and the proper care of them. 

“I believe motorists cannot know 
too much about lubrication and lu- 
bricating oils. Lack of knowledge 
means loss of pleasure, loss of time 
and oftentimes, considerable loss of 
money. And there Is one underlying 
phase of the subject which Is often 
overlooked by motorists and yet w-bich 
is the base of many lubricating trou- 
bles. I refer to what Is commonly 
known as ’gasoline leakage.' 

Cause of Leakage. 

"Gasoline leakage Is generally 
caused by a certain amount of mix- 
ture which Is nut burned and finds its 
way into the crank case, diluting the 
nil and destroying its lubricating quali- 
ties from 10 per cent to 30 per cent In 
from two weeks to a month’s time, de- 
pending upon weather conditions. This 
means that on the compression stroke 
sonic of the gaseous mixture from the 
combustion chamber leaks past the 
piston rings and condenses in tbe 
crank case. Tills action Is due to the 
fact that the oil does not perfectly 
seal the space between the cylinder 
walls and the piston rings. In some 
instances this leakage has been so 
marked that oil taken from a crank 
case, due to the large amount of gaso- 
line present, exploded when touched 
with a match. 

“Of courae It Is obvious that gaso- 
line is not a good lubricant. And it 
docs not take muth speculation to de- 
termine what will happen to a motor 
If no steps are taken to prevent the 
gasoline from leaking Into the crank

Trouble Is frequently experienced In 
cutting the vent for a muffler cut-out. 
A V-shaped vent prevents free move- 
ment of the butterfly vulye used on au 
many cut-outa. Here la a way of cut- 
ting a autlafactury vent: Cut tbe ex- 
haust pipe with a hacksaw through 
half of tbe pipe diameter. Then saw 
a parallel silt and finally another di* 
aguiially across. In this way two 
{lolnts can be bent and sawed off. A 
little asbestos packing makes a tight 
cut-out joint 


Keep yonr carburetor properly ad- 
justed to Insure gasoline economy. A 
rich mixture will overheat the engine 
and cause carbon in cylinder heads, be- 
sides losing power. A lean mixture 
will give loss of power and may set fire 
to tbe carbnretor. 

To test for rich mixture open the air 
valve slightly, admitting more air. If 
tbe engine speeds up the mixture Is 
too rich. Close down slightly on spray 
nozzle or low speed adjustment. 

To test for lean mixture pull out 
tbe choke knob on dash a short dis- 
tance. If engine speeds up the mix- 
ture la too lean, and needs to have 
the low speed adjustment opeuetl 
slightly. 

Having adjusted these to your sat- 
isfaction throttle down engine and 
then oi»en throttle suddenly. Knglue 
should pick up speed sni«>otbly and 
rapidly aud should not backfire at 
carburetor. If It backtirea tbe mix- 
ture should be made richer from high 
si>eed adJustuieuL 

In w-inter the mixture should be 
slightly rliher, but the above tests 
should be used to make sure the 
Hiauge Is Id the right direction aud 
that the mixture does not become too 
rich.

FISH AND SHELL FISH DISHES. 


— Clean and par- 
boil one quart of 
oysters ; reserve 
the liquor; add wa- 
ter to make one 
aid one-half cupfuls. CJook three 
tuhlcspoonfuls of butter with two 
tiiblespoonfuls of chopped red pepper 
and one-half tablespoonful of chopped 
shallot five minutes. Add' four table- 
spoonfuls of flour, nnd the oyster 
liquor. Bring to the boiling point and 
season with one-half teaspoonful of 
‘•alt, a few dashes of paprika, cayenne 
nnd one tnblespoonful of add fruit 
Juice. Arrange in buttered shells, pour 
over the sauce and sprinkle with 
grated Parmesan cheese. 

Crab Meat Timbales. — Melt three 
tableepoonfuls of butter; add three 
t.^blespoonfuls of flour and stir until 
well blended; then pour on grudunll.v, 
stirring constantly, three-fourths of a 
cupful of milk and the same amount 
of cream. Bring to the boiling point, 
season with three-fourths of a ten- 
spoonful of salt, add one-half pound of 
crab meat, one-fourth of a pound of 
mushrooms, sauted in a little butter, 
and one canned pimento, cut in long 
strips. Fill timbale cases with the 
mixture and serve. 

Fillets of HalibuL — Wipe two 
three-fourths-pound slices of halibut 
and cut Into eight fillets. Roll each 
and fasten with wooden skewers. Ar- 
range six thin slices of fat salt pork In 
a pan, cover with one sliced onion, one- 
half a bay leaf, broken in bits, and 
place the fillets over this. Cream to- 
gether three tablespoonfuls of butter 
and add the same amount of flour. 
Cover the fillets with the mixture nnd 
sprinkle with buttered cracker crumbs. 
Bake in a hot oven. 

Sardine Cocktaila. — Skin, bone and 
separate into small pieces one box of 
sardines. Mix a cupful of tomato 
catchup, two teaspoonfuls of 
Worcestershire sauce, one-half tea- 
spoonful of tabasco sauce, the Juice of 
a lemon ; add the sardines nnd season 
with salt. Chiu thoroughly and serve 
Id scallop shells on crushed ice.

A few slices of side pork, cooked nn- 1 
til brown, nnd a gravy made by nslng 
two tnhiespoonfuls of 
the fat with two table- 
spoonfuls of flour, well 
blended, makes a nice 
dish to serve with baked 
potatoes. 

Fried Salt Pork, Coun- 
try Style. — Cut salt pork 
In thin slices and gash 
each rind several times. Dip in corn- 
meal and flour, using two parts corn- 
meal to one of flour. Fry in a hot fry- 
ing pan until crisp and brown. Be- 
raove from the pan and strain the fat; 
to two tahlesiwonfuls of fat add three 
tablespoonfuls of flour and, when well 
blended, add a cupful of milk, salt and 
pepper to taste, and one and one-bulf 
cupfuls of hot boiled potato cubes. 

Chicken Gumbo. — Cook one onion, 
finely chopped, In four tublespoonfuls 
of butter five minutes, stirring con- 
sti'.ntly. Add one quart of chicken 
stock and one-half can of okra, two 
teaspoonfuls of salt, one-half a green 
pepper, chopped, and paprika to taste. 
Bring to the boiling point and simmer 
40 minutes. 

Prune Pie. — Wash one-half pound of 
prunes and soak In water to cover. 
Cook In the same water nntll soft. Be- 
niove the stones, cut the prunes in 
quarters and mix with half a cupful of 
sugar and a tableepuonful of lemon 
Juice. Line a pie plate with paste, 
cover with prunes, pour over the liquor 
(one and a half tablespoonfuls), dot 
with bits of butter and dredge with 
one tahlespoouful of flour. Bake with 
a top crust. 

Cream of Spinach Soup. — Cook two 
quarts of spinach SO minutes In three 
cupfuls of boiling water. Drain, chop 
and rub through a sieve ; add four cup- 
fuls of chicken stock, beat to boiling 
point, bind with four tablespoonfuls of 
butter and a third of a cupful of flour, 
cooked together; then add two cupfuls 
of milk. Season with salt and pepper. 

Pimento Potatoaa. — Season three 
cupfuls of hot liced potatoes with three 
tableapoonfuls of butter, one-half a cup- 
fud of cream, and aalt to taste. Beat vig- 
orously five mlnutea. Add one and one- 
half canned pimentos cut In bits and 
forced through a stralnar; beat until 
wall blended. Behaat and pila os a 
kfft ssTylni dlah.

Soup Is alwn.vs a good beginning for 
the ordinary dinner, and the following 
will he found a tasty 
one: 

Celery Soup. — Chop 
five stalks of eelery nnd 
pound in n mortar. Cook 
In a double holler with 
two slices of onion and 
four eupfuls of milk 30 
minutes. Melt three 
tahlespoonfiils of butter, add three 
tnhiespoonfuls of flour ami cook one 
minute; then pour on gradually the 
hot milk, stirring constantly. Season 
v’lRi .salt nnd pepper, add one-half cup- 
ful of cream, strain into a tureen and 
serve at once. 

Potatoes en Caaserole. — Wash and 
pare eight smooth, round potatoes of 
uniform size. Cover with cold water 
and let stand two hours. Drain, put 
In a casserole, sprinkle with salt, add 
a little butter, allowing a tenspoonful 
for each potato. Ckiver and bake until 
soft, about 45 minutes. Turn every 
15 minutes. 

Dinner Rolls. — Add Iwo tnblcspoon- 
fuls of butter, one-half tnblespoonful 
of sugar, three-fourths of n tenaiwon- 
ful of salt to one nnd one-half cup- 
fuls of milk scalded. When warm add 
one yeast cake dissolved In two, table- 
-poonfuls of luke-wnrin wntei, and 
three cupfuls of flour. Bent, cover nnd 
let rise. Cut down, add one-linlf cupful 
of flour nnd bent. Cover and let rise 
again. Toss on n &oard nnd knead 
thoroughly. Shape in biscuits and roll 
Into balls. Arrange on buttered sheets 
and let rise; then bake. 

Brussels Sprouts With Chestnuts.— 
Drain nnd saute one quart of boiled 
sprouts in three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ler, Cook one-fourth of a cupful of but- 
ter with two teaspoonfuls of sugar un- 
til browned ; then add the sprouts, one- 
third of n cupful of brown stock, one- 
half teaspoonful of beef extract, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, a few grains 
of cayenne and two tablespooufuls of 
fruit Juice. 

Turnips With Parsley. — Cook turnips 
cut In cubes until tender; add butter, 
chopped parsley, salt and paprika for 
seasoning.

Some of the dishes that w’ere com- 
mon a generation ago may be revived 
and will find great wel- 
come.

— Cream one-fourth cup- 
ful of butter, add one 
cupful of sugar gradu- 
ally, two eggs, well beat- 
en and one-half cupful of 
milk. Then add one nn-l 

I two-thirds cupfuls of flour mixed and 
sifted with two and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Bake In round 
layer tins and put swectenetl and fla- 
vored whipped cream as a filling and 
on top. Baspberry Jam may be used 
in place of the cream If preferred. 

Tomato Soup. — Cook one can of to- 
matoes, two eupfuls of water, two 
slices of onion, 12 pepper corns, fou** 
cloves, a bit of bay leaf, and two ten- 
spoonfuls of sugar, 20 mitiutes. Force 
through a sieve, add a teaspoonful of 
salt and one-eighth of a tenspoonful 
of soda. Melt two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add throe tablespoonfuls of 
flour, nnd stir until well blended ; then 
pour on gradually while stirring the 
hot liquid. Bring to a boiling point 
and strain. 

Baked HalibuL — Arrange six slices 
of fat salt pork in a dripping pan. 
Cover with one sliced onion and a bit 
of bay leaf. Wipe a two-i>uuud slice 
of halibut and place over the pork and 
onion. Mask with three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour mixed with three of but- 
ter. Cover with three-fourths cupful 
of buttered crumbs. Bake 50 minutes. 
Serve with a sauce made from the fat 
In the pun. Thicken with flour and 
adding milk. 

Boston Brown Bread.— Mix and sift 
one cupful of rye meal, one cupful of 
commeal. one cupful of graham flour, 
one teusitoonful of aalt, thret*- 
fourths of a cupful of molasses and 
two cupfuls of sour milk. Stir until 
well mixed, turn Into a buttered mold 
aad steam three and one-half hours. 
Fill the mold two-thlrda full and cover 
closely. 

Brown bread may be dipped In wa- 
ter and heated In a hot oven, making 
the bread as fresh as If Just steamed.

Various reasons have been ad- 
vanced ns to WHY Weynunitli and 
other dry towns voted “Yes’* on 
the License question. 

Somi? say, it was n protest aRninst 
National Prohibition. 

Others, that It was a protest 
SRHlnst the action of the Selectmen 
In refusing to grunt “Pony Erpress" 
licenses. 

Some criticise the Democratic Prcp^ 
Ident and Democratic Congress. 

Others say the change came In 
the staunch Republican strongholds. 

Certain it was that the Legis- 
latures of tlie Democratic States, 
especially the Sontli, were foremost 
in ratifying National Prohiliilion. 

Again unrest is in the air, and 
j perhaps the .surprise should lie that 
I more towns did not reverso their 
I votes, — only 2.1 oul of .220 in Mnss- 
I achnsetts, 

I Throe of ttiese 2.1 towns cast less 
than too votes each in favor of 
j license, and only two cast over 
1 1,000 votes. Fifteen of the 2.1 towns 
cast less than 100 majority for “Yes." 

The “Yes” vote in the 2.1 towns 
increased from 7,192 to 9,223, a 
gain of 2,031. 

The “No” vote decreased from 
9.962 to 7.6.18. a loss of 2,304. 

Evidently many No-License voters 
did not visit the poles. This is I 
particularly truet if the "Y’es*’ gain 
i:ame from the so-called silent vote, 
or blank vote, in past years. 

A Boston paper prints the follow- 
ing interview with Bradford Hawes, 
chairman of the Boai’d of Selectmen 
of Weymouth: 

Of course, the vote of the tow^ 
on the liquor question was a great 
sui^prise to everybody, although I 
couid feel it in the air election day 
that something of the kind was 


going to happen. Men who have 
been rceognlzed in the cause of tern* 
perence openly declafcid that they 
wore going to vote license this yenf. 
as a protest against the National 
Pn)hibltory law. 

“They claimed that on a matter 
of Bucli great personal Iniportance 
they felt that they should have had 
a chance to express themselves, and 
they objected to having anything 
put over on them. i 

“It Is 29 years since this town 
voted for license. I don’t think 
that the people of Weymouth desire 
a saloon in their town. Wc have 
not had any applications for a 
license, and wo have not tnlko(i 
over onr policy regarding licenses. 
IVo shiill cross tlw> l)ridgn when 
w(* come to it. It looks to mo ns 
If I lie voters made their mind 
that the best way to gel ii<i of 
an ohtioxions law is to enforce it." 

W. L. Foster, ciiairmun of the 
Selectmen of Hingham, said the 
other day: "The fact that Hingham 
lias voted for ilcense to sell intox- 
icating liquors does not mean that 
We sh.ill grant licenses. The law 
docs not compel ns to do so. I 
do not believe that the vote means 
that we are willing to return to 
the sale of liquor in this town. 
The policy of this town for 25 
yoa):i has been against the sale 
of liquor. Anybody in Hingham 
that wants to buy liquor can do so 
by visiting the neighboring town of 
Hull.

MOTOR ‘‘KNOCKS AND POUNDS” 

They Should Be Qlven Immediate At> 
tention to Avoid Serious and 
Costly Damage. 

The S. O. 8. signals of the motor 
are the sounds known as “knocks and 
pounds,” and they should be heeded at 
once or serious and costly damage will 
probably result. 

There Is no generally accepted dis- 
tinction between these two kinds of 
abnormal sounds which an ailing 
motor may give out, but the term 
knock Is usually applied to the some* 
what sharp, clanking noise which la 
produced when metallic parts are ab- 
normally stressed, but have no sub- 
stantial looseness or play between 
them. 

Little, If any. Jar of the car as a 
whole accompanies these knocklngs. 
The term “pound” Is usually applied 
to the much more resonant and more 
blow-llke sound, which results from 
loose parts, striking together, and 
which Is commonly accompanied by 
a distinct Jar. According to these defi- 
nitions, a knock may occur In a motor 
which Is In perfect mechanical con- 
dition, with none of Its parts loose 
from wear or faulty adjustment. 

The knock Is most commonly caused 
by too early Ignition of the charge, 
duo to the spark occurring too early, 
or by the premature Ignition due to 
carbon deposits, too high compreih 
slon, or overheating of the piston. 

A pound, on the other hand, occurs 
only In a motor which is in Imperfect 
mechanical condition. 


WINDSHIELDS OF TWO PARTS 

Owners of Roadsters Feel Uneasy 
When Front Seat Passenger Ob- 
jects to Cold Air. 

Many owners of cars, partlcolarly 
roadsters, feel uneasy when the front 
seat passenger objects to the wind- 
shield being open. Many drivers can- 
not see well through the glass, par- 
ticularly at night An owner of this 
type solved the problem at slight cost 
to himself by having the windshield di- 
vided into halves operable Independ- 
ently. It Is simply a case of splitting 
the shield transversely and having a 
small union made so that one-half may 
be operated while the other remains 
closed

The full commission, with Mr. Wilson 
In the chair, met Saturday to consider 
nil proposed nmendinents nnd put the 
plan into definite nnd linul form.

According to 
report, lie told Premier Clemenceau ho 
would not support France’s demunils 
coneertiing the disimsitiou of the west 
bank of the llliine. and the ’’Tiger’’ 
thereupon tried to resign, hut was di.s- 
sunded liy Premier Poincare, who 
showed him France <’ouId not get along 
without the support of America, no 
mutter what modifications Mr. Wilson 
might demand In the French program 
for the treatment of flermnny. Next, 
President W’ilson conferred with Prime 
Minister Orlando of Italy, and. It was 
believed, arranged for a compromise 
hy which Italy will get Flume and sur- 
render her claim to the Dalmatian 
coast which the Jugo-SInvs demand. 
This plan is opposed hy Foreign Min- 
ister Sonnlno and his party und by 
much of the popuintlou of Dalmatia, 
nie western boundary of Poland has 
not been definitely determined, though 
the decision had been reached that the 
Poles should have a corridor to the 
sea, including Danzig.

OUGHT TO BE 


The German government was report- 
ed to be facing a new political crisis, 
with the prospect that Scheiilomann 
would he forced to relinquish the 
chancellorship. The split between the 
majority socialists and the Independ- 
ent socialists was becoming wider. 
When the independents demanded the 
repeal of martial law In Berlin Wolf- 
gang Heine. Prussian minister of jus- 
tice, bitterly assailed them for their 
co-operation with tlie Spartacuns. 

The Spartacuns, who were compara- 
tively quiet for a few dayw after their 
virtual defeat In Berlin, were begin- 
ning agitation for a new general 
strike on March 20, declaring that thia 
time their success was certain. Their 
previous operations along the Rhine, 
acconling to Berlin dispatches, led the 
French troops of occupation to seize 
Mannheim, Karlsruhe and two other 
cities. This was neither ufilrmed nor 
denU-d hy the allies.

Tlw cow stabip la doaisnod to ae» 
commodate 94 nnimala In alnale atalls, 
and four othera in pena. The cowa 
are faced out, a feed alley, five feet 
wide, belny between the wall and the 
line of atanchlona. The Utter alley 
mna throuKh the center of the bnlld- 
Ina and la eiRht feet four Inchea wide, 
formlnR a drireway throuKh the bam. 
The advantoKe of thia arrangement 
la that a team can be driven In one 
door, paaa between the stalla, and go 
out at the other end of the building. 
At the rear of the cow barn are two 
feeil rooma, connected with the sUos. 
There alao la a toilet room here. 

The horac bam will accommodate 
ten nnimala, eight In atalla and two 
In box atalla. The farm office la at 
one aide of the entrance and the bar- 
neaa room on the other. 

While only the general acheme of 
equipment for thIa building la ahown. 
the plana contemplate the nae of many 
apecialtles that make for efficiency tn 
doing the work required. The doora 
are equipped with atorm-tight, eaay 
rolling hnngera; drinking water la 
piped to Individual drinking cups at 
each atall, providing clean, freah wa- 
ter at all times of the day or night; 
feed and Utter carriers on overhead 
tracks make the distribution of food 
and the removal of manure easy. In 
the hay loft, a carrier Is provided. 

Careful provision has been made for 
ventilation, one of the most Important 
features of the modem dairy and 
horac bam. There are air pumps or 
cupola ventilators on the roof, three 
large ones on the ridge of the main 
gection of the barn and a fourth on

such a bam before. And when, with 
the modern barn equipment, he real- 
izes that a great part of the unpleas- 
ant work about the bam can be per- 
formed easily and with less effort, be 
Is as keen for modern conveniences in 
the bam as he Is to have them In the 
house. 

A comfortable cow Is the best rev- 
enue producer. A cow that Is cold, 
that Is allowed to go thirsty untl< 
given times in the day does not pro- 
duce the quantity of milk she is capa- 
ble of giving. In a cold bam, that Is 
poorly ventilated, a cow must consume 
greater quantities of food to keep her- 
self warm. In a tight stable a greater 
imrtion of this food Is converted Into 
milk. Running water In the bam. 
where the cow can take a drink when- 
ever she wants one, also means great- 
er milk production. “Put the water 
into the milk, only do It before instead 
of after milking" Is the advice of the 
successful dairyman. 

Good Buildings Reduce Waste.

the wing. These aerators pnll the foul 
air out of the stables through well in- 
sulated foul air flues. Fresh air 
comes in through the windows as they 
are tilted back at the top, resting on 
galvanized iron window ventilating 
shields. With these the fresh air is 
deflected to the stable, ceiling, where 
it diffuses gradually; oo direct draft 
blows against the animals.

Bread and Butter Pudding. — Cut 
stale loaf In hnlf-lnch slices nnd spread 
each slice generously with butter nnd 
arrange In n pudding dish, buttered 
side down. Bent three eggs slightly, 
ndd one-hnlf cupful of sugar, one- 
fourth tenspoonful of salt nnd one 
quart of milk; strain, nml pour over 
the bread ; let stand 30 minutes. Bake 
one hour in a slow oven, covering the 
first half hour of baking. Serve with 
hard sauce. 

Hominy, Southern Style. — Mix one 
cupful of boiling water with a ten- 
spoonful of salt nnd ndd gradually 
while stirring constantly three-fourths 
cupful of fine hominy. Bring to boil- 
ing point nnd let boll two minutes. 
Then cook In double holler until water 
Is absorbed. Add one cupful of milk, 
stirring thoroughly, and cook one 
hour. Remove from the heat and ndd 
one-fourth cupful of butter, one table- 
spoonful of sugar, one egg slightly 
beaten nnd one cupful of milk. Turn 
Into a buttered dish and bake In a slow 
oven one hour. 

Caraway Seed Cookies. — Cream one 
cupful of shortening and add gradu- 
ally one cupful of sugar. Add one 
egg, beaten well, and continue beating; 
then ndd one-fonrth of a tenspoonful 
of soda dissolved In two tablespoon- 
fuls of milk, a half teaspoonful salt, 
two cupfuls of flour and one table- 
spoonful of caraway seeds. Toss on 
n floured board and roll oat very thin. 
Bake In a moderate oven. 

Fried Spanish Onions. — Remove the 
skins from four Spanish onions, cut 
In thin slices and put In an omelet 
pan with one nnd one-half tablespoon- 
fuls of butter. Cook until brown, oc- 
casionally shaking the pan, or stirring 
them with u fork. Sprinkle with salt 
Just before taking up.

four cupfuls of boiling water nnd boil 
one minute; let stand on the back 
range ten minutes, strain, add one 
cupful of sugar, cool nnd freeze. Slerve 
In sherbet cups with whipped crenni, 
sweetened and flavored. 

Corn Toast.— Cook one-fourth of a 
tnblcsponnful of finely chopped onion 
nnd one-hnlf tnhlespoonful of butter, 
two minutes, stirring constantly. Add 
one cupful of canned com, one pint 
of heavy cream, one-hnlf tenspoonful 
of salt and one-fourth tenspoonful of 
paprika. Bring to the boiling point 
nnd let simmer for five minutes. Serve 
poured over buttered toast nnd gar- 
nish with toast points. 

Walnut Deceits. — Work a ten-cent 
cream cheese until smooth, ndd one- 
fourth of a cupful of olives, stoned 
nnd chopped, one-half tenspoonful salt 
and n few dashes of paprika.

Cook over hot water, 
stirring constantly until the mixture 
thickens. Cool, ndd one cup of heavy 
cream beaten stiff, one-feurth of a 
cup of powdered sugar, one-hnlf tea- 
spoonful of celery salt, one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, a few drops of 
onion Juice and a dash of paprika. 

Cream Cheese With Jelly. — Cream 
cheese may be use*! for this, but cot- 
tage cheese Is even better. Season 
cottage cheese well with cream, make 
Into small balls, flatten In the renter 
and till with bright red Jelly. Serve 
as n salad with crackers or as a des- 
sert with coffee. 

Carlton Salad. — Separate French en- 
dive. wash and drain, then chill. Cut 
cold cooked heels In quarter-inch slices 
and slice in rings or fancy shapes. Ar- 
range on crisp lettuce leaves, putting 
the endive In the best rings. Serve 
with French dressing to which has 
been added three tublesi)ooufuls of 
chopped walnut meats. 

Oats Bread. — Add two cupfuls of 
boiling water to one cupful of rolled 
oats and let stand one hour; add one- 
half cup of inolasses, one half table- 
KI>oonful of salt, one-half yeast cake 
dissolved In one-halt cupful of luke- 
wann water and four and three-fourtba 
cupfula of flour; let rise, beat Ihor- 
ougtily, turn Into buttered bread puna, 
let rise again and bake. 

Chocolats Bread Pudding.— Add one 
cupful of soft bread cruiuha, one and 
one-half squares of grated chocolate, 
one cupful of sugar and one-hnlf cupful 
of cold milk. Cook twelve mluutea In 
a double boiler. Beat the yolks of 
three eggs, add one-half 4'upful of milk, 
two tablespoonfula of butter and a 
daab of salt. Stir Into the hot mix- 
ture and cook until thick. Turn Into 
a pudding dish and hake rweoty min- 
utes. Cool, cover with a meringue sod 
t>ake eight luluutec

To conserve the table linen: In 
these days of high prices It behooves 
every huuaewlfe to look carefully 
after her linen. < 

Small service cloths or top cloths 
are a wonderful saving in laundry and 
wear of linen. When a soiled spot 
appears near the plate cover with a 
small cloth, repeat until the cloth is 
soiled, then cover with a top cloth, 
one that Just covers the top of the 
table. In this way a table cloth does 
not need such frequent laundering and 
the small cloths are not hard to laun- 
der. The frequent folding of table 
linen In the same creases will cause 
worn places In the folds. When the 
cloth begins to break, cut off a portion 
of it to change the wear and then 
fold in a different manner. 

If linen when being made needs to 
be trimmed, save all the pieces to use 
as raveled threads for darning. A 
tbin si>ot on a cloth may be darned 
without leaving s noticeable place 
while a patch la seen et once, unless 
very neatly done. 

A broken zinc on the washboard or 
■ rough projection In the washing ma- 
chine may ruin nice table linen. 

Linen which le turning yellow can 
be bleached by aoaklng in a bowl of 
sour buttermilk. Even the company 
cloths should be laundered often 
enough to keep them from becomlni 
yellow.

Up to the present 
time no savings bank in this state 
was permitted to receive from any 
depositor a sum exceeding $1,000. 
This made it necessary for thrifty 
persons when their deposit had 
reached that sum in any one bank 
to open an account in some other 
hank, or in the name of some other 
person. 

Under the new law however such 
banks as the Quincy Savings Bank 
is permited to receive up to $2,000 
from any of its depositor. Such 
deposits also may accumulate by the 
addition of interest up to $4,000. 
Under the law a persons entire 
deposit in a Savings Bank in this 
state is wholly free from tax under 
the Massachusetts Income Tax law.

Sec- 
retary Glass expects the engraved 
notes will be ready for delivery April 
21 . 

He says; "I am led to adopt the 
plan Issuing short term notes rather 
than long-term bonds mainly because 
I believe a abort term lesne will mnln- 
taln a price at about par after the 
eampeign is ever, more readily than 
would a longer term iesae.
